WASHINGTON (UPI) — Rep. Hen- 


ry J. Hyde, R-III.. suggested Sunday 
that Defense Sec. Donald Rumsfeld be 
named chairman of the Republican 
National Committee because he would 
be acceptable to conservatives and 
liberals alike. 


Hyde said he has written President 


Ford urging him to support Rumsfeld, 
former congressman for the North- 
west suburbs, for the party post. 


He said that Rumsfeld, who di- 


rected Ford's transition team after 
Richard Nixon resigned in 1974 and 
wo* White House chief of staff until 
November. 1973, would be an "out- 
standing choice" because of his long 
experience in Congress, as an am- 
bassador to NATO and as a cabinet 
member under two presidents.

head) because he will appeal to both 
wings of the party — conservative 
nnd liberal — and that Is exactly the 
typo of leader we urgently need at 
this lime," Iljdc said In a statement.

Victim can 
lose twice 
if he tries 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fear of 


reprisals and time lost from work 
make crime victims and witnesses un- 
cooperative 
when the 
government 


seeks to bring an offender to trial, a 
university study reported Sunday. 


The study said a mugging victim in 


Milwaukee, for example, could lose 
$75 to a thief-and by cooperating with 
police and testifying in court might 
lose another $49 because of time oft 
the job. It said a witness in the same 
case would stand to lose about $36 by 
taking time to testify. 


Interviewers found many victims 


would rather "cut their losses" than 
help convict the perpetrator. 


IN ADDITION, the study said, vie- 


tlms are afraid of reprisals from the 
defendant and often ask the prose- 
cution to drop a case before it comes 
to trial to avoid direct retaliation 
from the accused or his friends. 


"We found a person who has been 


robbed or burglarized often has a

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Keeping holidays happy often a test of cope-ability

Last >ear, Leanne Levchuk had a 


lousy Christmas. 


She spent more on presents than 


she could afford. Then she spent loo 
much time wrapping them. 


In fact, she took so much time mak- 


ing sure the bans were twisted just 
right that she arrived at her relatives' 
celebration late. 


By the time she got there, some 


guests already were leaving. Others 
were angry that she was late. She 
ended up getting tense. 


"AND." SHE recalls a year later, 


"I had a miserable day." 


There Is an irony in the Christmas 


season, says Ms. Levchuk, a psy- 
chologist with the Hoffman Estates 
Youth Dept. 


It Is supposed to b« the best time of 


the jcar, she points out, but it is also 


a lime when most persons undergo a 
great deal of stress, 


"Suicides increase around the holi- 


days; 
marital problems increase 


around the holidays; tensions rise 
around the holidays," she says. 


A main cause of holiday stress, says 


Dr. James Casscns, staff psychologist 
at Forest Hospital in DCS Plaincs, 
could be the expectation that it is sup- 
posed to be such a great time of year. 


"YOU'ltE HERE, and it's supposed 


to be magnificent and for some rea- 
son it doesn't turn you on," he says. 
"A person might feel we're preparing 
for something that I don't really expe- 
rience inside. It makes people quite 
cynical about it — like, 'what's It all 
about?'" 


Julie Brown, publicist for the Tran- 


scendental Meditation Center in Ar- 
lington Heights, says the season 
places high demands on time, money 
and energy. 


"Traffic accidents skyrocket, and 


the stores and streets become so 
crowded that a simple task like pick- 
ing up the morning paper becomes a 
feat of great bravado," she says. 
"For some, it is a season to be jolly. 
For others, it is a time of increasing 
stress, strain, tension and worry." 


The instances of stressing condi- 


tions, Ms. Levchuk says, arc numer- 
ous: 


• A couple may argue over whose 


relatives to visit this year. 


• A person who Is not particularly 


excited about the holidays might wor- 
ry about his depression when "every- 
body's happy on Christmas." 


• The holiday itself can be chaotic, 


dinner to cook and so much planned 
that all of it cannot be accomplished. 


• A person recently divorced or 


widowed might find the first Christ- 
mas without the spouse a difficult 
one. Or, if a relative has died, each 


•\ 


Christmas may prompt sad memo- 
ries. 


• When most persons are together 


with families, a person who is alone 
can get extremely depressed. 


THE LAST problem can exist even 


if the person is together with the fam- 
ily, Cassens says. 


During those get-togethers, he says, 


persons expect "warm, caring feel- 
ings." But, he adds, all families are 
not that way, and it is during those 
holiday-get-togethers "that emptiness 
is more noted." 


Part of the problem with holiday 


loneliness, Cassens says, Is promoted 
by society. 


"Traditionally, it's thought to be an 


anathema to be atone. You've got'to 
find someone to be with on the holi- 
days," he says. "I don't think we're 
permitted to be alone at Christmas. 
It's a social stigma." 


Another common holiday problem is 


the anticipation of meeting relatives 
or friends that a person may see only 
once' a year. 


"Going back home is not always a 


good thing if back home you learned 
about rejection," Cassens says. "The 
whole idea of Christmas may be de- 
pressing because you feel obligated to 
reintroduce yourself to all that mess." 


MS. LEVCHUK says the inter- 


mingling of different generations at 
the get-togethers can be a problem.' 


Children have a tendency to get 


boisterous, especially around Christ- 
mas, particularly as a way of gaining 
attention from relatives. Many older 
relatives are not used to it. 


"The kids get loud," she explains, 


"so the old people get uptight. Then 
the middle-aged people get uptight be- 
cause the old people are up tight, so 
they come down on the children on all 
fours, and the children get up tight." 


There arc solutions to the tensions 


of the holidays, Ms. Levchuk says, but 
persons have to look for them. 


For example, she says, a person 


can decide to celebrate with a small 
group of friends rather than the fami- 
ly. In some cases, that may be just 
the solution, she adds, in others, it 
might cause more guilt feelings than 
it's worth. 


TO CONTROL boisterous children, 


she adds, simply send them outside to 
work off energy. With some children, 
a simple talk might help. 


Of course, Ms. Levchuk notes, for 


some persons, the solution 
they 


choose is simply to make the best of 
the situation. 


"They say, 'I'll get by It. If tensions 


get rough, I'll grit my teeth and get 
through It,'" she says. "And that's 
one way to cope. I personally think 
there are better ways."

1.77S crime vctlms and 1,225 wit- 
nesses, was produced by Marquette 
University In Milwaukee and was fi- 
nanced by • $316,000 grant from the 
Law Enforcement Assistance Admin- 
istration. 


Tho university made these sugges- 


tions: 


• Counties should create "citizen 


justice advocates" to help victims and 
witnesses. They would cut down lost 
time by keeping track of where a wit- 
ness should be at what time. 


• Either advocates or prosecutors 


should help victims and witnesses 
with problems such as fear of repris- 
al. 


• Pay victims and witnesses fee* to 


compensate for lost pay and travel 
costs In addition to the nominal ex- 
penses they now get for testifying. 


• Publicize these services through 


pamphlets, brochures and newspaper 
and broadcast announcements.

BALTIMORE (UPI) - A single-en- 


gine airplane buzzing Memorial Sta- 
dium crashed into the upper deck 
Sunday minutes after 60.000 tans had 
left the stands following the Balti- 
more-Pittsburgh professional fottball 
playoff game. The pilot and two po- 
licemen were reported Injured. 


The pilot. Identified as Don Kroner, 


XI, of Baltimore, was hospitalized In 
fair condition, authorities said. One of 
the Injured policemen apparently was 
hit by the plane's wingtlp. 


Most of the fans had left the sta- 


dium by that time, and none was re- 
ported injured. 


THE WHITE and Blue Cherokee 


smashed Into the stadium about 10 
minutes after the game ended. Balti- 
more Colt officials estimated some 
60.000 fans had just watched Pitts- 
burgh win the American Football Con- 
ference game, 40-14. 


Baltimore Colls Business manager 


Ed Roscnbloom said the same plane 
had buzzed Memorial Stadium several 
times during the past few days and 
that before the game he had reported 
It to the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration. 


An FAA spokesman said they radio- 


ed the craft during the game but got 
no reply. 


Witnesses said the plane entered the 


open end of the horseshoe-shaped sta- 
dium and tried to rise as It ap- 
proached the closed portion. It landed 
nose down In the upper deck just 
above the baseball press box, which 
was being used as an auxiliary press 
facility for the game. 


P O L I C E SAID they were in- 


vestigating why the pilot was flying so 
low. Memorial Stadium is not near 
the airport. 


The pilot made a single pass over 


the field as if to land and then, seeing 
ho was in trouble, tried to pull out, 
witnesses said.

That's where she rips the. arms 


from baby dolls and pokes and jabs at 
their eyes; grabs cuddly little teddy 
bears by the cars, severing them 
from their fuzzy little bodies, and silts 
their stomachs and sets them on fire. 


"Look at this one," Ms. Flnkbono 


sold, holding a match close to a little 
brown bear. "Seo how this burns? Of 
course It takes It longer than the 8 
seconds required to burn 12 square 
Inches, so It's within the limits."

mcnt of Labor and Industry. She tests 
about 700 stuffed toys a year, looking 
for the dangerous ones. 


Ms. Flnkbono does her work with 


the speed and skill of a coroner doing 
an autopsy. First she pulls at the eyes 
with tweezers to make sure they 
won't pop out. Then she tries to pull 
off the heads, arms and legs. 


Next sho jabs the toy In Its stomach 


and takes out a wad of the stuffing, 
which sho analyzes for content and 
safety. Then she tries to burn the toy 
to check on flammabillty. 


Ms. Finkbonc, SI, hasn't found a 


really dangerous -stuffed toy in a 
couple of years, but she still has me- 
mentos from the days when they were 
highly flammable or had sharp tacks 
and prongs that were dangerous. 


In fact, she has a collection of somo 


of the most vicious looking cyo assem- 
blies you could ever Imagine — warm 
little brown eyes on one side and long, 
sharp plastic spears on the other. 


Is sho depressed with her destruc- 


tive line of work? 


"Not at all. In fact, I like to think 


that In our way wo have had a lot to 
do with making toys safer for chil- 
dren. I' think It's an important job, 
making sure toys ore constructed 
properly and safely." 


Pennsylvania got Into the stuffed 


toy Inspection business In 1961 after 
an Inventive entrepreneur thought It 
would bo profitable and realistic to 
slaughter baby chicks and bunnies 
and stuff them for Easter toys. 


No doubt about It, the toys were 


realistic. 


They were also olive with salmon- 


ella germs from tho skins. The Penn- 
sylvania legislature responded, and 
the result was the stuffed toys in- 
spection program. 


Grandpa's heroic effort 
fails to save twin boys 


CAXDESTOX. Mo. (UPI)-Just 18 


da>« before Christmas the 4-year-old 
Treat twins — John Thomas and Jo- 
seph Ryan — went on a family outing 
with their grandparents and ran onto 
n sheet of thin Ice covering the Big 
Nlangua arm of tho Lake of the 
Ozarks. 


The boys were playing on the lake- 


shore when the object of their fun — 
reports vary whether It was a flying 
toy or a dog — went out on the Ice, 
only 14 Inches thick. The bop follow- 
ed, and went under. 


Their grandfather, Wlllard Treat, 


67. saw them and. Ignoring his own 
heart troubles, grabbed a large chunk 
of styrofoam u«cd to float boat docks 
and went after them. 


All three drowned. 
"The Ire wasn't completely frozen 


across." said Lt. Col. Jack Reynolds, 
Missouri Water Patrol, who helped re- 
cover the bodies from 30-dcgrc« water 
Dec. 9 "They broke through within 10 
feet of open water." 


REYNOLDS SAID Treat nearly suc- 


ceeded In saving his grandsons. 


"But when he broke through and

Moscow (UPI) - Leonid I. Brezh- 


nev, celebrating his 70th birthday at a 
Kremlin ceremony attended by lead- 
ers of eight other Communist coun- 
tries, said Sunday Soviet world in- 
fluence is at an historic high because 
of "the profound peaccfulncss of our 
foreign policy." 


The general secretary of the Soviet 


Communist party spoke during a cere- 
mony in the ornate Yckatcrinsky Hall 
of the 19th century Grand Kremlin 
Palccc, where he was awarded his 
third Order of Lenin, second Gold 
Star Medal of a Hero of the Soviet 
Union and the Arms of Honor, a 
sword bearing the state emblem in 
gold. 


"Never before during all Its history 


has our country enjoyed such prestige 
and influence in the world," Brezhnev 
said. "This prestige, this Influence are 
first of all a result of the profound 
peacefulness of our foreign policy."

The last official 
count showed 107 coses of the disease, six of them fatal, had been 
reported to the CDC.

Thee say the 
only thing that would revive the program probably would be a flu 
epidemic.

The source of on explosion which shattered an 810-foot oil tanker 


In Los Angeles harbor remained a mystery Sunday, but the Coast 
Guard said It could "speculate that someone violated a safety rule 
somewhere." A California state official said the disaster "obvious- 
ly" would have on impact on whether to permit unloading In the 
port of Alaskan pipeline oil from supertankers with twice the ca- 
pacity of the' 'totalled" Sanslncna. 


Eight persons, possibly nine, were dead or missing and 50 In- 


jured In the aftermath of the gigantic blast Friday night. Divers 
searched the oil-slicked waters of the San Pedro dock for more 
bodies. An Insurance underwriter's spokesman said damage would 
probably exceed $5 million In addition to the loss of the ship and 
liability for death and Injury. 


In Nantuckct, Mass., meantime. Coast Guard personnel took 


advantage of Improving weather to begin an attempt to anchor the 
bow of the goundcd Llbcrlan tanker Argo Merchant so the 640-foot 
ship's corgo of 7.5 million gallons of heavy Industrial oil can be 
offloaded. About 133,000 gallons of the smelly, thick oil has leaked 
onto the environmentally sensitive Nantuckct Shoals since the 
tanker ran aground Wednesday. Temperatures around the freezing 
mark coagulated the oil remaining aboard Saturday, virtually 
slopping the leakage. Coast Guard officials said If the precariously 
lifting ship is anchored, barges could bo brought alongside Mon- 
day'to begin offloading operations. 


Hint Korean case prosecutions 
Justice Department' investigators looking Into allegations of 


South Korean Influence buying have decided to start focusing on 
possible prosecutions, the New York Times reported Sunday. Up 
until now, the Investigators hove been gathering Information In a 
"vacuum-cleaner type" fashion, the newspaper said. They now 
figure the time has come to sit down and start building specific 
coses for possible prosecution. 


The Times quoted sources as cautioning, however, that the in- 


vestigation was far from complete and it was not yet cctaln any 
Indictments would result. These sources said valuable Information 
had been obtained since they began Interviewing Kim Sang Keun, 
a South Korean embassy official who defected three weeks ago. 
They said the coming weeks would be spent trying to corroborate 
hk testimony and trying to build a case that would result in 
specific prosecutions, the newspaper reported.

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Stores work to end thieves9 holiday 


by DAVE IBATA 


Arc.i merchants ore In the midst of 


one of Chicago's busiest shopping sea- 
Mai in hWory, and are on guard lest 
thieves hate a holiday In their stores. 


Typical of the precautions being 


taken by larger deportment stores arc 
thovj at tho Marshall Field & Co. 
store at the Woodficld Shopping Cen- 
ter In Schaumburg. 


Margaret Goodwin, chief of security 


at the store, said her store relies on 
veil-trained salespeople and an expert 
security force to pretent "shrinkage" 
by shoplifters, con-artists and in- 
house thieves. 


SOME STOKES rely on mechanical 


devices, such as television cameras 
and parabolic mirrors, to discourage 
theft, Ms. Goodwin said. To this ex- 
tent, Field's puts locks and alarms on 
showcases and chains on Its expensive 
leather, suede and fur coats, she said. 


Field's best defense, however, Is its 


employes' alertness, she said. 


Field's has not hired extra security 


agents for tho holiday season, Ms. 
Goodwin said, because the elaborate 
training necessary to patrol the big 
retail store makes such Wrings im- 
practical. 


Half of Field's security staff are 


full-time, and half arc part-time, Ms. 
Goodwin said. Many ore off-duty po- 
licemen. But even certified police offi- 
cers must receive tho special training 
provided by Ms. Goodwin's office. 


"It's not a simple Job," Ms. Good- 


win said. "It takes a lot of patience 
and concentration." 


WHILE SALESPERSONS have no 


authority to apprehend persons they 
believe are thieves, clerks receive 
training In spotting the sneak thief, 
Ms. Goodwin said. Action is encour- 
aged; Field's salespersons arc prom- 
ised a cash reward should the sus- 
picious person they report to security 
agents be a criminal. 


Ms. Goodwin described seven meth- 


ods used by shoplifters for which all 
merchants should be alert: 


• Concealing small Items, such as 


Jewelry or perfume, in a pair of 
gloves. 


• Working white concealed within a 


crowd. 


• Inspecting several Items at a 


time; returning somo, pocketing oth- 
ers. 


• Going into a fitting room with 


store clothes, putting them on under 
regular clothes, and then walking out 
of tho store. 


• Carrying a box with a trick door 


- an end partially cut out so that It 
opens and closes. Merchandise sur- 
reptitiously is placed in the box. 


• Concealing 
stolen 
goods In 


clothes, pockets or undergarments. 


• Grabbing anything that is near an 


exit door and quickly leaving. • 


Actions that give away the shop- 


lifter, Ms. Goodwin said, Include 
quick hands; nervous, jerky mo- 
ments; darting eyes; feigned clumsi- 
ness; numerous trips to tho sarao

"Them will be times no parking 


spaces will be found in our lot," Paul 
Oauo. divisional vice president of tho 
Hondhurst Corp., said. 


On average shopping days other 


than during the Christmas season, 
Itandhurst hosts between 30,000 and 
25.000 customers, Dasso said. 


Tho shopping center security force 


has doubled Its size to handle the hol- 
iday crush, Dasso said, and has ar- 
ranged to have off-duty Mount Pros- 
pect policemen patrol the parking lot. 


They and volunteer Citizens Band 


radio operators will cruise through 
tho lot. watching for thieves and aid- 
ing motorists in need, Dasso said. 


The Mount Prospect Crime Pre- 


vention Bureau has propped Rand- 
hurst merchants by instructing them 
how to handle armed robbers; and 
how to recognize shoplifters, users of 
fraudulent and stolen credit cards and 
passers of bogus checks, Dasso said. 


Security agents at the shopping 


mall also have received medical 
training to deal with emergencies 
ranging from childbirth to accidents 
and heart attacks, Dasso said. 


Routine duties of the 
security 


agents will include reuniting parents 
with children, helping driven find 
misplaced cars, and helping custom- 
ers find misplaced packages, Dasso 
said.

for a theft; and wearing ill-fitting 
clothes that may Indicate tho person 
is walking around with a stolen cloth- 
Ing worn underneath his street 
clothes. 


Ms. Goodwin said tactics to watch 


for Include use of noises or maneu- 
vers to distract a clerk's attention; 
asking to see more articles than a 
salesperson can control; sending a 
clerk away for more merchandise; 
and carrying unpurchascd goods 
around the store. 


Before apprehending a suspicious 


person, "wo have to be 100 per cent 
sure," Ms. Goodwin said. 


PLAINCLOT1IES security agents 


alerted by clerks start by observing 
the suspect's every move. "He might 
get greedy and take somehing else, 
and we'd have him," Ms. Goodwin 
said. "We might get lucky and sec an 
article in his bag with our price tag 
on it, and apprehend him." 


Security agents also might follow 


the suspect into the mall or the park- 
Ing lot, to seo whether he lets his cov- 
er slip and pulls the stolen goods out 
of hiding, Ms. Goodwin said. 


When a suspicious person loaves the 


store, she said, Field's security office 
sends word to other merchants at the 
shopping center. Woodficld Security 
has established a telephone system, in 
which stores pass along information 
on suspicious persons to other stores 
assigned to them on their phone list, 
Ms. Goodwin explained. 


Within a short time, every mer- 


chant in the mall is alerted, she said.

FIELD'S SECURITY people work 


with agents of other department 
stores in the mall, and with the Wood- 
field Security office, to watch and ap- 
prehend thieves, she said. 


Salespersons also keep watch for 


users of stolen or fraudulent credit 
cards, Ms. Goodwin said. Stolen cards 
reported Immediately are entered into 
a computer, which also clears every 
transaction Involving credit plates, 
she said. 


A would-be thief instantly is recog- 


nized by the computer, she said, and 
security agents are notified. 


Other actions which betray credit 


card pilferers include those in which 
persons buy up tho store, not caring 
about prices; and nervous customers, 


some of whom have even failed to 
spclll correctly the name on the 
charge plate, Ms. Goodwin said. 


As for adult crooks who are appre- 


hended and turned over to Schaum- 
burg police, "We prosecute almost ev- 
erybody," Ms. Goodwin said. "We 
definitely are prosecuting many more 
that we pickup than we used to, be- 
cause the problem is getting very, 
very bad." 


When juveniles are apprehended, 


Field's security people calls the par- 
ents in for a conference, Ms. Goodwin 
said. However, if drugs or weapons 
are found on youths, or if the young- 
sters give security agents an especial- 
ly rough time, the teens are handed 
over to police, she said.

The latest money-making pro- 


posal by a Regional Trans- 
portation Authority representa- 
tive to implement a graduated 
gasoline tax sounds like putting 
the cnrt before the horse. 


RTA director D. Daniel Bal- 


dino offered the suggestion that 
if the RTA implements a gaso- 
line tax, the rate should be lower 
for communities in the six-coun- 
ty region which receive less ser- 
vice. 


At first glance, Baldino's sug- 


gestion seems logical. Less tax 
for less service might stifle 
some of the complaints that now 
emanate from the suburbs. 


However, the Baldino plan 


m a y bo questionable 
con- 


stitutionally. Differing tax rates 
for different areas of the transit 
district may run afoul of the 


equal protection clause of the 
Constitution. 


The suburbs and the collar 


counties are not necessarily un- 
willing to pay more for mass 
transportation as long as the 
revenue raised is used to pro- 
duce some demonstrable im- 
provement in service. 


A uniform gas tax may be ap- 


plied unfairly; experience sug- 
gests the RTA might use money 
raised in the suburbs to finance 
the Chicago Transit Authority. 
While the RTA must obtain the 
necessary revenue, priority also 
should be given to spending the 
money where it is raised.

Urban bird of the future

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sorry to 


burden your mental processes at a 
time when you are preoccupied with 
holiday preparations, but this can't 
wait. 


It is time to start giving some 


thought to picking a new national bird 
in the event the bald eagle becomes 
extinct. 


• While efforts to save the eagle may 
yet prevail, we can't afford to take 
chances. The American 
Heritage 


magazine has already weighed in with 
recommendations for the eagle's suc- 
cessor and campaigns of this sort 
have a way of gathering momentum. 


IF THE WORST does come to pass, 


one of the back-up birds on the Ameri- 
can Heritage's list may by that time 
have an insurmountable lead. 


So if you have a candidate for the 


honor, or even if you simply feel 
negative about the American Heritage 
nominees, don't hang back. 


For reasons that presumably seem 


valid to the publishers, the magazine 
is touting the snowy egret, the blue 
Jay, the sage grouse and the great 
horned owl. 


NO WAY. 
I have nothing against thcso birds 


themselves. Indeed, some of my best 
feathered friends are sage grouse. It 
is their names that render them in- 
eligible. 


I'm mindful of a dramatic news- 


paper headline I saw after the first 
moon landing. The landing craft, 
you'll recall, bore the name of our na- 
tional bird. 


Picture a headline that said: "The 


Snowy Egret Has Landed." Is that 
any way to herald an epochal event? 


If we must have a stand-by national 


bird, let us try to pick one whose 
name has a ring of grandeur. 


THE HAWK COULD qualify on that 


point. But while it is undoubtedly a 
fine figure of a bird, the hawk may be 
too controversial to win broad public 
support. 


Memories of the hawk-dove issue 


that sprang up during the Cuban mis- 
sile crisis and carried over into the 
Vietnam war are still too fresh in our 
memories. 


More important than grandeur is 


durability. We certainly don't want a 
stand-in bird that is itself likely to 
wind up on the endangered species 
roster. 


And for. all-around adaptability, no 


bird can match the pigeon. 


Like the eagle, the pigeon is a natu- 


ral cliff-dweller. But unlike the eagle, 
the pigeon has been able to adjust to 
the manmade cliffs of our cities. 


Not only to adjust but to persevere 


over persistent and sometimes des- 
perate efforts to rid city streets and 
parks of pigeons. 


Since America is now primarily an 


urban society, it seems only fair that 
the next national bird, if there is to be 
one, should be the metropolitan type. 


At this time, Til admit, a headline 


reading "The Pigeon Has Landed" 
wouldn't sound terribly majestic.

But if we ever erect any statues on 


the moon, it would be entirely appro- 
priate. 


new revenue powers from the 
legislature. 


Pikarsky and the other mem- 


bers of the RTA board should 
begin the task of convincing the 
Illinois General Assembly that 
additional sources of revenue 
are needed to meet the mass 
transportation needs in the area. 


There is little disagreement

In the suburbs and collar 
counties, the additional revenue 
should be earmarked for ex- 
panded service. 


Further delays in serving the 


outlying areas will only serve to 
produce more in-fighting be- 
tween the board members and 
criticism from some members 
of the Illinois General Assembly. 


The National Pigeon 


This reader proposes a tax reform plan 


By the gradual, step-by-step ap- 


proach outlined below, all tax loo- 
pholes can be closed by the year 2001. 


It is not true that it is impossible to 


clean up the horrendous mess that our 
tax system has become. It is true that 
much of the cynicism of our times is 
based on the lack of vision evidenced 
in such recent tax legislation as the 
"Lawyers' and Accountants' Full Em- 
ployment Act of 19G9" and tho most 
recent "sweeping tax reform" thnt 
promises to keep almost everyone 
confused for years. 


It's time to quit complicating tax 


legislation and confusing the people 
who really would like to respect and 
support a helpful and equitable gov- 
ernment. As a psychologist, I insist 
that cynicism is destructive both to 
the cynic and to the object of his dis- 
dain. And as the destructive cynicism 
grows and spreads throughout our 
country, the true statesman will have 
an ever greater task of overcoming 


• the destructive Influence of selfish 
and short-sighted politicians. 


Generally acceptable tax legislation 


is said to bo impossible primarily be- 
cause of the loopholes and exceptions; 
"it all depends on who's ox is getting 
gored" seems to be the determiner of 
good/bad tax legislation. And as long 
as tax legislation is based on a system 
of exceptions and loopholes, there Is 
no way to avoid goring different citi-

zens' oxen Inequitably — thus the 
ever increasing cynicism. 


However, over a period of 23 years, 


it is possible to phase out all the loo- 
pholes without causing social w eco- 
nomic upheaval. The tax law could 
stay as it is except in one respect, 
namely, the deductions (totalled on 
one line of the tax form) could be 
very gradually reduced by allowing a 
smaller percentage of the total deduc- 
tions each year. If everyone could 
take only 98 per cent of all his deduc- 
tions next year, it would hardly cause 
an economic or social ripple. The 
same can surely be said of the follow- 
ing schedule for gradually eliminating 
all deductions from gross income: 


1978—96 per cent of all deductions 
a l l o w e d ; 1979—94 per cent; 
1980—92 per cent; 1981—90 per 
cent; 1982-83 per cent; 1D83-SO 
per cent; 
1984—75 per cent; 


1985—70 per cent... 


and so on, by S per cent decrements, 
until the year 2000 when no deductions 
would bo allowed for anyone. (Ob- 
viously, the graduated income tax 
schedules would have to be modified 
gradually, but they must apply to all 
income for everyone — yes, even the 
poor and those on welfare — in order 
to re-introduce good legislation that is 
workable.) 


The same schedule should be follow- 


ed for businesses as for Individuals.

' THE IRASCIBLE lexicographer has 
been dead nearly these 200 years, and 
tho political union of England and 
Scotland in what was later called the 
United Kingdom, embracing Wales 
and Northern Ireland, 
has 
been 


around somewhat longer, than that. 


But now the Scots are beginning to 


feel their oats and a lot of them are 
thinking about taking the highroad 
that leads to national independence. 


THE SITUATION in Scotland re- 


sembles that in Quebec. In both 
areas, only about a third of the voting 
population supports the local nation- 
alist or independence party. But 
among both peoples is a growing de- 
sire to take more of their own des- 
tinies In their own hands. 


Scotland, however, has something 


going for it that Quebec doesn't have. 
The Scottish independence movement 
has been literally fueled by the dis- 
covery of oil in the North Sea, which 
Is finally coming on stream and which 
the rest of Britain is counting on to 
bail it out of its economic difficulties. 
All that wealth would nicely support 
an independent Scotland. 


IN HOPES OF scotching Scottish 


separatism, Britain's Labour govern- 
ment has introduced a "devolution" 
bill which would give both Scotland 
and Wales greater home rule, chiefly 
in the matters of schooling, bousing, 
fanning, environment and industrial 


development. Scotland and Wales 
would have their own assemblies and 
prime ministers, but defense, foreign 
relations and the raising of tax reve- 
nues would remain under control of 
the central government in London. 


Limited as this devolution of powers 


is, opponents of the measure warn that 


it would be the beginning of the 
breakup of the United Kingdom. 


We hope such fears are exaggerated 


and that the tics that bind the United 
Kingdom will prove stronger than the 
fragmenting force pf nationalism, 
which seems to have become the dis- 
ease of this century.

Individual tax 
returns change 


The 1976 Tax Reform Act will mean 


changes in Individual tax returns ac- 
cording to a report by the Commerce 
Clearing House news bureau, Chicago. 


An expanded credit for the elderly 


replaces the old retirement income 
credit, the clearing house said. In- 
stead of the former child and depend- 
ent case deduction, a credit for all 
such expenses Is available to eligible 
taxpayers whether or not they itemize 
deductions. 


The tax exclusion for sick pay Is re- 


placed by a more restrictive disability 
income exclusion, the report said. In

Some married people pay more in- 


come tax than singles, but It can pay 
to be unmarried when tax time rolls 
around, according to Charles Miriani, 
district director for the federal Inter- 
nal Revenue Service office, Chicago.

"But it's hard to say across-the- 
board." 


The married-versus-single question 


is only one of multitudes which will 
confront northern Illinois taxpayers 
as the April 15 tax filing deadline ap- 
proaches. Lest wage earners forget 
that important date, the Illinois Dcpt 
of Revenue will begin sending out tax 
forms by the end of December, and 
the IRS mailings will start in mid- 
January.

Let's look at It another way. Two 


taxpayers, one single and one mar- 
ried, both have n taxable Income of 
$15,000. If the single had earned an 
additional $1,000, perhaps via in- 
vestments, he'd get to keep only $690 
of it. 


He's in the at per cent bracket, 


therefore $310 of that extra $1,000 
would have to be paid in' taxes. But 
the married taxpayer who earns an 
extra $1,000 would get to keep $750 of 
It, for he's in the 25 per cent bracket.

comparable tax reduction on bigger 
deductions. 


EXAMPLE: consider again the two 


taxpayers earning $15,000. If the 
single taxpayer makes a contribution 
of 11,000 to an Individual Retirement 
Account, that $1,000 is tax deductible. 
As a result of making the contribution 
his tax bill is thus lowered by $310. 
That. In effect, is cash that stays In 
his pocket Instead of going to Wash- 
ington. 


The married taxpayer making a 


similar contribution will have his tax 
bill lowered by $250. An obvious ad- 
vantage for the single. Not enough to 
offset the Initial bile, but every littlo 
bit helps. 


The same arithmetic would hold 


true In a Kcogh plan, where much 
larger contributions, thus much larger 
savings, can be had. 


Similarly, tax-exempt Investments 


— such as the new swarm of tax-ex- 
empt mutual funds — offer tho single 
taxpayer n way to at least get on 
equal footing with his married count- 
erpart. That $1.000 Invested In a 6 per 
cent tax-exempt fund will yield $60 


, per year, whether you are married or 


single, and regardless of the bracket 
you are In. A married taxpayer In the 
23 per cent bracket would have to find 
a taxable Investment yielding R per 
cent In order to net 6 per cent after 
taxes. (On a $1,000 Inveslment: $80 
earned, less $20 for taxes, leaves $60 
net.) The single, or anyone for that 
mailer, can net the $60 on n tax- 
exempt 6 per cent yield, and possibly 
at • lower risk than the 8 per cent

Steelers march on; Rams 
end Cowboy season, 14-12 


Terry Bradshaw threw three touch- 


down passes and Franco Harris rush- 
ed for 132 yards In little more than a 
half Sunday as the Pittsburgh Steelers 
continued their relentless march to- 
ward Super Bowl history with a 40-14 
rout of the Baltimore Colts in an AFC 
semifinal playoff game 


In Sunday's other contest a Los An- 


geles gamble early In the fourth quar- 
ter — giving up three points for field 
position — paid off with a con- 
troversial one-yard go-ahead touch- 
d o w n p l u n g e b y L a w r e n c e 
McCutcheon Sunday to produce a 14- 
12 victory over the Dallas Cowboys 
and move the Rams into the NFC title 
game against Minnesota. 


The Steelers, seeking to become the 


first team ever to win three con- 
secutive Super Bowls, will be In Oak- 
land next Sunday to face the Raiders 
for the AFC title and a berth In Super 
Bowl XI in Pasadena, Calif, Jon. 9. 
The victory was Pittsburgh's 10th 
straight this season and Its seventh In 
a row in playoff competition. 


Bradshaw threw a 76-yard TD pass 


to Frank Lewis on tho third play of 
tho game to put Pittsburgh ahead to 
stay and then hit Lynn Swarm with 
scoring posses of 29 and 11 yards. 
Reggie Harrison scored on runs of one 
and 10 yards and Roy Gerela kicked 
field goals of 45 and 25 yards despite 
a leg Injury. 


Bradshaw, who missed five games 


during the regular season with In- 
juries, hit 14 of 18 passes for 264 yards 
and Harris bowled for his 132 yards 
before leaving early In the second half 
with bruised ribs Rocky Blcier, Pitts- 
burgh's other starting running back, 
went out with a foot injury on the sec- 
ond series of the game and Pittsburgh 
played virtually the entire second half 
with only two healthy running backs. 


The 40 points were the most scored 


this season against the Colts and the 
Steelers' highest production in post- 
season play. Baltimore scored on a 17- 
yard touchdown pass from Bert Jones 
to Roger Carr In the first period and 
Roosevelt Leaks' one-yard run in the 
final period after the game was out of 
reach Leaks' touchdown was the first 
scored rushing against Pittsburgh hi 
10 games. 


Los Angeles In the meantime 


reached the NFC cliamlponship con- 
test for the third straight year, and 
against the Vikings next Sunday in 
Bloomlngton, Minn., the Rams will be 
trying to reach the Super Bowl for the 
first time. 


The Rams defense preserved Los 


Angeles' slender lead In the fourth 
quarter although the Cowboys had 
four chances to drive In for a winning 


score Los Angeles Intercepted Dallas 
quarterback Roger Staubach three 
times and sacked him on four other 
occasions 


The fourth and final Dallas opportu- 


nity was Its most dangerous, coming 
after Charlie Waters' second blocked 
punt of the day. But Staubach threw 
three incompletions from the Rams 17 
and on fourth down completed a pass 
to tight end Billy Joe DuPrec, who 
was stopped inches short of a first 
down by defensive back Dave Elm- 
endorf. 


But the key series as far as the 


Rams were concerned came In the 
opening moments of the fourth quar- 
ter. 


The Rams, trailing 10-7, had recov- 


ered a fumble by Dallas wide receiver 
Butch Johnson at the Cowboys' 39 late 
m the third quarter and advanced to a 
fourth and five situation at the seven 
as time ran out In the period 


Tom Dcmpsey kicked a field goal 


on the opening play of the final quar- 
ter to tie the game, but Dallas' Cliff 
Harris ran into Dempsoy on the kick. 
Los Angeles Coach Chuck Knox chose 
to take the penalty, leaving the Rams 
behind but with the ball on the Cow- 
boys' three. 


Quarterback Pat I laden, playing de- 


spite a knee strain suffered last week, 
scrambled for two on first down and 
McCutcheon, tho Rams' 1,000 yard 


rusher, was stopped cold on second 
down 
On third down McCutcheon 


dove into the middle of the line and, 
after a brief pause, line judge Don 
Orr signalled touchdown despite the 
loud protestations of the Cowboys. 


The Cowboys had taken a 10-7 half- 


time lead on a 44-yard field goal by 
Efrcn Herrera and a one-yard run by 
fullback Scott Laidlaw set up by Wa- 
ters' first punt block. The Rams had 
scored a first half touchdown on a 
four-yard run by Hadcn. 


With four seconds remaining in tho 


game and facing fourth down on their 
own eight following Dallas' last pos- 
session, the Rams chose to give the 
Cowboys a safety.

MISSION. Kan — The University of Kentucky Sunday was 


placed on two jcars probation by the NCAA for violations In its 
conduct of Intercollegiate football and basketball programs. 


Under the probation, the school's football team, which plays 


North Carolina In the Dec. 31 Peach Bowl, wilt be prohibited from 
participating In postseason competition following the 1977 football 
season. The Wildcat football team will also be prohibited from 
appearing on any NCAA television series during the first year of 
the probation. 


Tho NCAA said the school would be permitted only 25 new schol- 


arships In football for the 1077-78 academic tear, five less than 
permitted under NCAA legislation, And Kentucky will be allowed 
to award only three new basketball scholarships In catn of tha 
next two academic years. 


Arthur R Reynolds, chairman of the NCAA Committee on In- 


fractions, said more severe penalties could have been Imposed If 
Kentucky had not cooperated with the Investigation. Reynolds said 
tho school disclosed many violations of NCAA legislation which 
were not being Investigated and the school took corrective and 
disciplinary action against several athletic department staff mem- 
bers Involved In the violations.

Danny Thompson carried leukemia into extra innings

Well, I see where Danny Thompson 


has played out his option in baseball, 
too. But Danny's option wasn't to be- 
come a millionaire or a New York 
Yankee. Danny's option was to live. 
To stay on tho team. Danny didn't 
make it. 


Leukemia Is hard to knock out of 


tho box. It has a winning streak un- 
surpassed in the annals of disease. 
For years, it toyed with Danny. Fed 
him an assortment of slow curves, 
changcups, Junk pitches he thought he 
could hit. Finally, It busted that third 
strike in there. Knowing Danny, I 
don't think it was called. Ho was 
battling all the way. 


I have heard tho word "cou- 


rageous" loosely used In sports to de- 
scribe a guy who plays with a limp or 
pitches with a sore finger, who fights 
to stay in the game by sitting in the 
whirlpool bath or under a heating pad 
till just before the game starts. 


BUT A WHIRLPOOL bath does 


nothing for chronic granulocytlc leu- 
kemia Danny had more than a limp. 
Danny was dying. 


Danny thought he could make It. He 


thought he had "the best kind of leu- 
kemia to have If you have to have 
leukemia." Danny thought the leu- 
kemia was slow acting. It was merely 
patient. 


Danny didn't want to talk about it. 


If there's anything a ballplayer hates, 
it's to be thought sickly. It's all nght 
to have he-man things like sprained 
ankles or bad backs. But a white 
blood cell disease Is something little 
kids have and ballplayers go to cheer 
them up. Danny had two pennant 
races going — one in the American 
League and one In the Mayo Clinic. 


Danny thought he could carry leu- 


kemia into extra innings. But he was 
up against tho 1927 Yankees of dls-

eases. Still, as far as Danny's contri- 
bution to leukemia research was con- 
cerned, ho was the real MVP ot the 
league. 


DANNY WAS a pioneer In new re- 


search on the way to fight the disease. 
Basically, the treatment was based on 
the theory that Danny's defense 
mechanism against the leucocytic mi- 
gration of the disease had gone to 
sleep on him, or into appeasement It 
didn't seem to get the message it was 
under attack. The docs decided to In- 


ject further leukemia cells Into the 
system to wake it up, to'alert It to the 
Fifth Column, to get it to fight back. 


I went down to see Danny in the 


dugout at Anaheim Stadium last May 
to sec how the battle was going. None 
of us suspected what a late inning it 
was Danny showed me the hideous 
craters in his arms — they looked like 
moon photos — where the medics had 
made the injections he needed when- 
ever his white blood cell count soared 
up into the 200,000s. 


I whistled "What do they do it with 


— a broadsword?" I wondered. Danny 
ruefully, confirmed that the treatment 
was a nlght-marish experience. Some 
of the scars, the size of 50-cent pieces, 
he said 
remained 
unhealed for 


months "I don't have an unstained 
T-shirt," he admitted. 


• Danny's system also was flushed 
out with other powerful, apocalyptic 
drugs His body was a battlefield In 
this state, Danny was asked to hit 100 


mph fastballs from Nolan Ryan, or to 
stop 125 mph ground balls, and turn 
them into double plays. A lot of fine 
red-blooded guys around the league 
couldn't do It. But Danny did. 


I REMEMBER I had to wait out- 


side the clubhouse while Danny con- 
ducted the prayer service for the 
Christian group on the club. Danny 
knew that leukemia kept loading up 
the bases on him for four years, but it 
hadn't scored, and he was sure prajer 
had a lot to do with that. 


I remember writing that major 


league baseball only had a dim view 
of Danny's desperate fight, that it re- 
garded leukemia as something that 
happened to "little boys who had to 
have Christmas early because they 
wouldn't be around for the real one."

lead and also limited Triton's Kurt 
Anderson, a 6-7 center, to five points.

"He couldn't miss when the shots 


were crucial," Bechtold said. 


Unfortunately, the same couldn't be 


said of Harper. 


Dan Breen was Harper's only other 


player in double figures with U 
points.

Dear Eunice Farmer: I am 


making some quilled place mats 
that are in an oval shape and 
have a bias binding around the 
edges. When I have purchased 
these in the past and washed 
them, the edges became so tight 
that the place mats became .all 
bunchy In the center. I don't want 
that to happen to mine; can you 
give me a helpful hint about the 
bias? — Loretta S. . 


Dear Loretta: The place mats 


bunched up at the center because 
the bias strip was pulled too tight- 
ly when it was applied to the 


edges. You will be working with 
outer curves on your mats; as you 
pin the bias in place, be sure to 
case It slightly, especially on the 
curves. Because It has been cut 
on the bias, the strips will case 
nicely without gathers. 


It might take a little practice to 


ease just tho right amount, but 
you will know if you have cased 
loo much because it will begin to 
look gathered. You might want to 
try a sample first, then actually 
wash your sample before com- 
pleting your project.

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Best way to get 
family help: ask

A working wife who wants her hus- 


band and children to help with the 
housework is more apt to get help if 
she asks for it straightforwardly — 
even if she starts a fight by doing so. 


So says Terrance D. Olson, a family 


and marriage-counselor and a profes- 
sor at Brlgham Young University In 
Provo, Utah. 


Olson calls it blackmail If a wife 


makes pointed remarks behind her 
husband's back or tries subtlety. 


"She could say-'I'm sick and tired 


of doing all this on my own. I need 
your help." 


"Maybe this . . . will start a fight, 


but it could have a positive effect," 
Olsen said in an Interview. "It's a 
risk, but it ends up being worth tak- 
ing." 


He said research shows education 


Increases flexibility, makes a man 
more willing to be a partner with his 
wife, to help at home as Olson himself 
does with his wife, Karen, a former 
school teacher. 


"I KNOW THE demands (on her) 


are as great or greater than mine at 
school. I have pretty much on 8 to 5 
day. Four mornings a week, I take 
one daughter to nursery school. It 
gives us some time together. If I can, 
I put the kids to bed at least three 
nights a week. It's good for all of us. 
' It cases the weight of Karen's day." 


Olson added that husbands' unwil- 


lingness to cooperate In homemaking 
chores bring on a lot of hostility to- 
ward men in the women's movement 


"It's backlash. We are getting ex- 


actly what we deserve from the way 
we have treated women. Women nave 
been devalued historically in this 
country. Our society ridicules men for 
helping at home. Most of them don't 


i 


know how to do housework, and most 
will avoid anything that makes them 
appear incompetent." 


Olson, who has five small children 


of his own, believes in early in- 
volvement in both housekeeping and 
family leisure activities. 


IF YOU WAIT until kids are teen- 


agers, they often become rebellious, 
he said, and parents who try brute 
force only make matters worse. When 
that happens, Olson suggests admit- 
ting defeat openly: 


"Say 'I guess I have to admit I 


can't force you to help to do anything. 
I need your help; things would go 
more smoothly. What arc you willing 
to do?'" 


Don't expect immediate coopera- 


tion, he warned. "Parents are only 
willing to try waiting for two or three 
days, but the teenage lag may be two 
weeks. You're not going to break a 15- 
year habit in two or three days." 


He calls "Are you willing?" the key 


phrase, and urges parents who give 
choices to be prepared to accept 
whatever answer is given. Otherwise, 
it's blackmail again. 


"You could say, Tm willing to 


drive us to the beach. What arc you 
willing to do?' Your child or children 
might volunteer to mow the lawn or 
pack the lunch to take to the beach." 


BE PREPARED to fail initially, he 


said. If you do, "You might say, 'It 
looks like it's not going to work this 
time. Let's try again next week.' I 
predict a more cooperative tone the 
next time because you haven't tried 
force the first time." 


Sometimes inaction works. If you 


have been quarreling, harping, com- 
plaining, try silence Instead, he ad- 
vised.

Once the colon resumes normal functioning,you should be able to

Dili practice lo stay thin may over do It and slip Into "anorexia 
nervonB." a dUorder of not eating, or even vomiting to Hie point 
that serious starvation occurs. This then becomes a major psy- 
chiatric problem at well a* a nulrltlonul disorder. 


The obvious solution is not to cat so much. Some young girls in 


particular become obsessed with being thin and have a mistaken 
Idea about their own body. They think they arc fat when In reality 
they are thin We all have » mental Imago of our body, hut In 
tbrsr young glrli the body Image Is often distorted from reality.

You've got to get yourself Into an experimental mood, Gale. 


Certain plastics and vinyls seem lo hold on to stains, and certain 
Inks are Impossible to remove, I put several ballpoint Ink stains on 
A discarded plastic cloth and several vinyl articles, then tried 
the regular ballpoint Ink remover. It didn't work on any of the 
stains. Rubbing alcohol worked on some of the stains, but not on 
others. Tried it all over again. Oily nallpolhh remover took off 
•very one of the stains Some readers have written that hair spray 
works on such stains, although the treatment sometimes has to be 
repeated. 


Dear Dorothy Cleaning the kitchen shelves, I found an over- 


looked box of brown sugar — hard as rock. After some deliber- 
ation.

Divorce kit may wind up in court 


by KAREN SOUTJIWICK 


It may be up to the Supreme Court 


to decide whether do-it-yourself di- 
vorce kits make a permanent hit or 
become a forgotten file in the Patent 
Office. 


The kits are a source of controversy 


in Michigan, California and now 
Pennsylvania. The dispute centers 
around the legality and effectiveness 
of kits that tell a layman how to pro- 
cess his own divorce. 


Robert Kaff, 
a 37-year-old law 


school 
dropout, opened 
Econo-Di- 


vorce, Inc.,'two months ago. He said 
he does not give out'legal advice with 
the kits. That would be illegal, as he 
is not a certified attorney. 


K a f f ' s enterprise is being in- 


vestigated by the Allegheny County 
(Pennsylvania) Bar Association. 


IN 
OREGON, where Econo-Di- 


vorce's parent company, Divorce Ser- 
vices, Inc., is located, tho kits have 
been upheld except where personal 
counseling is Involved. In Florida, the 
courts ruled against do-it-yourself di- 
vorce. 


Kaff. who attended two years of 


night law school at the University of 
San Diego and John Marshall in Chi- 


cago, feels he is doing consumers a 
service. He said lawyers who chal- 
lenge his kits do so because of a ves- 
ted Interest In keeping the lucrative 
divorce field to themselves. 


"I think a person should be able to 


sell whatever he wants to In printed 
material," he said, excepting libelous 
material. 


He emphasized that the kits are 


aimed only at couples seeking uncon- 
tested divorces. They include such 
items as the complaint, a writ for the 
sheriff, an affidavit of nonmilitary 
service, a divorce decree and ex- 
planations of who gets custody of the 
kids and who pays the debts in the 
marital settlement agreement 


KAKF SAID do-it-yourself divorce is 


more difficult in Pennsylvania be- 
cause the state still requires grounds. 
If kit instructions are followed proper- 
ly in an uncontested divorce, he said, 
customers who are denied a divorce 
have a moneyback guarantee. 


Jack Bailey, a Pittsburgh divorce 


specialist for 20 years and immediate 


past president of the family law divi- 
sion of the Allgeheny Bar Association, 
said the association's Unauthorized 
Practice of Law Committee is in- 
vestigating Kaff's operation. 


"We are of the opinion he Is giving 


legal advice," Bailey said. "Only a 
lawyer can do that." 


He added: 
"I HAVE SEEN the kit and they 


talk about things not applicable in 
Pennsylvania," 
Bailey said. "I've 


been in the practice for 20 years, and 
I'm not always sure of what to do " 


Bailey said a person using a kit 


could pick the wrong grounds or testi- 
fy Improperly at the hearing, thus los- 
ing his case. 


Both Bailey and Kaff expect the is- 


sue to wind up in court. 


Kaff said his parent firm in Oregon 


is ready for that contingency: 


"They will send me a kit on how to 


defend myself in case I'm chal- 
lenged."

in fact, I could be around in 100 years 
to seo where it all has led. 


"I feel our great grandchildren, who 


will be around then, will look back on 
us at this stage of the 20th century 
and think — how dim and unrealized 
those people were. They will wry 
likely look on us the way we look on 
Neanderthal Man." 


The really spectacular, to read Mrs. 


Rayner's text, is her version of each 
of us starting life as a solitary cell — 
a fertilized egg within the womb. 


"IT-IS HARD to believe considering 


the size and complexity of a fully 
grown body that such a microscopic 
speck of matter could ever contain a 
complex set of instructions for build* 
ing a new human being," she writes. 


"Yet here, packed Into the cell's nu- 


cleus, there arc not only Instructions 
to build a body conforming to the hu- 
man plan, with living tissues, organs 
and systems Intricately woven into a 
whole, but also instructions that de- 
fine and give an infinite number of 
individual variations to the basic pat- 
terns. 


"As human beings we all are sim- 


ilar but as persons we all aro differ- 
ent, and each of us has a unique ar- 
ray of physical and mental character- 
istics." 


Other interesting facts you might 


not know about you, as reported by 
Mrs. Rayner: 


• There is no exact figure on the 


number of bones in your skeleton. 
Anatomists have found much vari- 
ation. Some .persons have an extra 
vertebra, for example. And some an 
extra rib. Generally the bone count 
comes to around 206 — more or less 
— by the age of 25. It starts out in 
babyhood with 350 bones and many 
aro fused during growth. Tho skull, a 
solid bone in adulthood, not counting 
the hinged jaw, starts out as 29 sepa- 
rata bones. 


• About OS pounds of a 150-pound 


person is water. Protein and stored 
fat account for 50 pounds. The rest is 
glycogen, minerals and other sub- 
stances such as nucleic acids. 


• Tho logic of digestion and absorp- 


tion is best understood when it Is real- 
ized that a human being is a kind of 
fancy-shaped doughnut The digestive 
tract is the hole in the middle. Al- 
though we talk of our intestines as our 
insides, food in the intestines is In fact 
still outside the body.

ty tips In mind. 


The quality of n lighting set Is the 


firit consideration. When buying a 
lighting srt. It's wise lo purchase only 
equipment approved by Underwriters 
laboratory. l<ook for those which are 
made of heavy, sturdy material]. 


Lighting sets that ha\c been used 


fur yearn should be carefully In- 
tpecled — all wires, sockets and 
plugs. 


ATTIC IIKAT during the summer 


"cooks" lighting scK Insulation be- 
ciuiios hard and brittle and may flake 
off to expose bare wires. If jou find 
cracks or cuts In your lighting set or 
extension cords, throw them out and 
ilmp for a new, quality set. 


After Inspecting the wiring, check 


tlie lighting ;ct for burnctl-out bulbs. 
II )ou need to replace a bulb, urnp a 
cloth around the bulb before removing 
it Oils and punctures resulting from 
broken bulbs arc the most common 
injuries caused by Christmas lights. 
Never replace a burned-out bulb while 
the set Is plugged In. If a bulb broke, 
}uur hand could suddenly be on a hot 
wire that could burn or shock you. 


Any necessary adjustments should 


be made on the set before It is placed 
on the tree. After you have replaced 
.my burned-out bulbs, tighten all the 
lamps In the set before putting the 
lights on the tree. 


KVi:X A LIGHTING set In good 


condition Is n hazard on an old. dry 
Ircc — which will burn furiously if Ig- 
nited by a spiirk. Shop for a fresh tree 
by feeling the needles, which should 
lie flexible and moist. A cut tree 
should be placed In n stand that holds 
water, and the water level should be 
checked often. A cut tree should not 
be kept ovir to da>s or It begins to 
dry out. 


If >ou purchase an artificial tree, 


buy one that has a UL label stating, 
the tree Is made of fire-resistant ma- 
terials. If you buy an aluminum 
Christmas tree, don't string lights on 
It. The only safe method of lighting an 
aluminum tree is to place n floodlight 
iit its base In front of n colored plate. 
If jou purchase a cloth drape to put 
under the tree, buy a fire-resistant 
tn.ilcrlal — never me cotton. 


Caution should be exercised when 


stringing light* on cut trees. Wires or 
nird.t that droup down Into the water 
In ii tree stand present a shock haz- 
ard. 


Families ining electrically lighted 


candles should avoid putting them be- 
hind curtains or drapes. Tlic electric 
candles get very hot, and can easily 
ncwrch fabrics. Over half of the vie- 
tliiH of Christmas lighting Injuries are 
children. Parents should warn them 
not to touch electric candles or other 
hot Christmas tampi. 


If you use outdoor lighting decora- 


tions don't try to substitute Indoor 
liahtlng sets for outdoor use. UL-ap- 
proved outdoor lighting sets arc 
weathcrproofed so that water will not 
deteriorate the sockets. 


If >ou use lights around the caves of 


vour house, make sure that no lights 
rest on metal gutters. A gutter is a 
good conductor and a bare wire on a 
gutter Is a shock hazard. Also avoid 
fire hazards when Installing outdoor 
decorations. Don't put floodlights near 
paper decorations, fabrics or other 
flammable materials 


.UTEIt CllltlSTMAS lighting deco- 


rations are put up. common sense 
should be the guide to their use during 
the holiday season. 


Turn off lights and let them cool be- 


fore you handle any bulbs. Turn off 
tree lights and electric candles before 
leaving the house. Make sure that all 
family members know where the fire 
extinguisher Is kept and how to oper- 
ate It. Taking the time to think about 
safety when decorating for the holi- 
days Is the biggest step toward having 
a Merry Christmas.

The filmy blanket of air that sur- 


rounds the earth has no color, no taste 
ami no smell Of course, sometime* 
we ice smoke or fog in the air and 
dust is certainly visible. But these 
things arc not really part of the air — 
they just particles of material mixed 
in with the air. 


Gaseous water vapor is also mixed 


in with the air Each tiny particle is 
much too small to be seen by Itself. 


However, when countless billions ac- 
cumulate together, they can be seen 
as billowy, cushiony clouds. Water va- 
por from the air can also be seen as 
tiny water droplets that form on the 
sides of a glass or bottle filled with a 
cold drink. 


Tho air can hold only a certain 


amount of water vapor. Warm air, 
however, can hold more vapor than 
can cold air. When the warm air Is 
cooled, some of the water vapor 
changes to liquid water we can sec. 
On a warm day, tiny beads of water 
form on the outside of a pitcher of 
chilled lemonade, or on the sides of a 
bottle of soda, fresh from the refrig- 
erator. What has happened is that the 


warm moist air around the refresh- 
Ing drink has been cooled enough to 
cause It to give up some of its water 
vapor. 


It is estimated that at any given 


moment there are about 3,100 cubic 
miles of water vapor in the air. This 
may seem like a staggering amount 
of water to be floating around, espe- 
cially when we realize that each cubic 
mile of water is enough to fill a tank a 
mile high, a mile wide and a mile 
deep. Yet it Is only a small fraction of 
tho earth's total water supply. 


The moisture In the air is part of a 


cycle that circulates the waters of the 
earth. Each day heat from the sun

Hollywood photographer 
remembers the great ones 


by VERNON SCOTT 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Can you 


imagine Dustin Hoffman or Marlon 
Brando spending a day in front of a 
still camera posing for portraits or 
embracing their leading ladies? 


Of course not. But that's the way it 


was with John Barrymore, Errol 
Flynn, Gary Cooper, Humphrey Bo- 
gart and al the other "heart throbs" 
of a generation ago. 


And the man they enjoyed posing 


for most was George Hurrell, who 
photographed them with an old tripod 
8 x 10 camera, a black cloth over his 
head and a squeeze bulb to trip the 
shutter. 


NOW HE HAS published a stylish 


book containing more than 180 stills 
covering his half century of shooting 
the greatest stars In Hollywood, ac- 
companied by a revealing text of his 
memories of the kings and queens of 
the screen. 


Hurrell Is a bespectacled, thoughtful 


man with a rougish goateo and a 
sense of humor who retired only last 
year. One suspects his decision might 


have been influenced by the fact that 
movie stars aren't much fun any-. 
more. 


"They enjoyed what they did. They 


weren't worried about money and 
they didn't lake themselves seriously. 


"TODAY'S STARS don't have the 


same quality. They are more stand- 
offish. They don't project themselves 
like they did when stars were nice 
guys first and public figures second. 


"Clark Gable was one of the nicest 


of the bunch. He was also one of the 


" most photogenic. He was typical of 
the old stars. They'd come into the 
gallery because it was part of the job. 
Still photos helped sell movies. 


"A man like Robert Bedford is a 


complete contrast to Gable. He's pre- 
occupied, off on a cloud somewhere. I 
wouldn't say he was photogenic. Red- 
ford photographs exactly as he looks 
in person." 


He says two elements determine fa- 


cial beauty for the still camera. The 
first and most important is the inner 
character of the subject. The second 


i s a t t r a c t i v e individual features 
evently distributed on the face. 


"THE STILL CAMERA reveals how 


much goes on inside a person," he 
said. "But not always. For instance, 
the insipid beauty of models doesn't 
show up in a still. In a movie, how- 
ever, the shallow-ness does come out. 


"I liked to shoot Garbo because her 


f e a t u r e s were a well-distributed 
mask. 


"Stars like Jean Harlow didn't have 


great features, but she photographed 
well because she gave so much of her- 
self while posing. 


"Of them all, Joan Crawford was 


one of the most photogenic. She did a 
great deal to create moods and facial 
expressions when she posed for me. 


"In the old days when a star wasn't 


working he or she would be in the gal- 
lery whore I shot as many as 200 8 x 
10 negatives. Today {hat's nothing 
with motor-driven cameras. But in 
those days it was hard work under hot 
lights with a lot of custome changes," 
he said.

News offices in 
Beirut occupied 
by Syrian troops 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI)-Syrian 


paratroops Sunday occupied the of- 
fices of the independent dally news- 
paper An Nahar, the French language 
L'Oricnt-Ie Jour, United Press Inter- 
national and Newsweek. 


"They told us we're not working 


tonight," one of An Nahar's editors 
said as machlncgun-toting soldiers 
hustled him out of his office. 


About 25 camouflage-suited Syrians, 


apparently members of the Arab 
League peacekeeping force, burst Into 
the press cooperative building which 
houses the news organizations at 8:45 
p.m. 
• They ordered everyone In the build- 
ing, Including the newspapers' print- 
ers and maintenance staff, Into the 
lobby and detained them for about IS 
minutes while they scorched the of- 
fices for stragglers. 


"They told us there were some 


people who didn't want An Nahar to 
come out tomorrow," said Francois 


Akl, the newspaper's managing edi- 
tor. 


"They told us they had Information 


that someone wanted to place ex- 
plosives In the building and we 
couldn't come back cither today or to- 
morrow. They said they were friends 
and nothing would be touched." 


Syrian troops have already occupied 


five leftist Beirut publications, but An 
Nahar and L'Orlcnt-lc Jour, two of 
the Arab world's leading newspapers, 
were both considered independent and 
moderate. 


The Sryian troops also entered UPIs 


offices and ordered out the two corre- 
spondents there at the time. 


The soldiers were polite but firm, • 


and no one was harmed. 


They set up light machine guns on 


the building's roof and In the en- 
trance. Six paratroopers took up posi- 
tions on the sidewalk. 


Asked who had ordered the occupa- 


tion, a rcd-bcrctcd officer said simply, 
"No questions."

The girl. Patricia Davis. 2922 N. 


Sixth St., Milwaukee, was found be- 
hind the 1400 block of Campbell Ave- 
nue. Dei Plaines with a bullet wound 
In llio head and her identification re- 
moved. 


HOU a MONTHS. DCS Ploincs de- 


tectives worked to establish the girl's 
Identity, sending out more than son 
flyers and photographs of Ms. Davis 
to a l l police and Investigative 
agencies. 


Last week, Milwaukee detectives 


George Tlrnni and Charles Gumm 
came lo the Des Plaines police de- 
partment and confirmed (he body was 
that of Ms. Davis, Smith's girlfriend. 


Tito detectives told Des Plaines Lt. 


Lee Alfuno that they have an eye-wit- 


ness who says the girl was -shot by 
Smith. 
. UP UNTIL last week, Milwaukee po- 
lice said they did not know about the 
1075 murder until the Informant called 
them and said he knew that Smith 
had killed a girl and dumped her body 
In DCS Plaines. The Informant, how- 
ever, did not know who the girl was, 
police said. 


A Milwaukee police official said 


Sunday that "we just checked through 
our circulars until wo came across 
the one from DCS Plaines asking for 
assistance in Identifying a body found 
in their town."

He also has the option of filing 
an election contest with the U.S.

Polish-Americans' 
celebration of 


Christmas customarily has been the 
link between their way of life and tho 
old-world ways of their ancestors. 


The objective this year of the Emily 


Plater Polish School at St. Emily's 
Parish School, 1400 E. Central Rd., 
Mount Prospect, is to instill those an- 
cient yulctidc traditions 
into the 


hearts of persons of Polish descent in 
the Northwest suburbs, especially the 
youngsters. 


"It is particularly at this time, dur- 


ing the Christmas holidays, that the 
Polish religious traditions, legends 
and customs are imparted to the 
younger generation," said 
Jeffrey 


Roberts, one of the school's directors. 


TO WELCOME the Polish holiday 


season this year, Santa Claus, or Sw. 
Mikolaj as they call him, visited the 
school earlier this montli showering 
its 140 students with candyjmd gifts. 
, But the big festivity came Sunday 
with a vigil supper, wigilla, a Polish 
custom commemorating the birth of 
Jesus Christ. The children and their 
families shared the oplatck, a white 
wafer symbolizing the body of Christ, 
and wished each other good luck and 
health for the coming year. 
. Thirteen Polish dishes were served, 
following tho tradition that an odd 
number of courses should make up 
the wigilia meal. Among the food 
served was beet soup with dumplings, 
pickled herrings, noodles mixed with 
ground poppy seeds, cabbage, mush- 


rooms, gingerbread and a variety of 
fruits and cakes. Tim children rccn- 
actcd the nativity scene and Polish 
Cliristmas carols were sung by every- 
one.

Victim can 
lose twice 
if he tries 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - Fear of 


reprisals and time lost from work 
make crime victims and witnesses un- 
cooperative when the government 
seeks to bring an offender to trial, a 
university study reported Sunday. 


The study said a mugging victim In 


Milwaukee, for example, could lose 
$75 to a thief and by cooperating with 
police and testifying in court might 
lose another $49 because of time oft 
the job. It said a witness in the same 
case would stand to lose about $36 by 
taking time to testify. 


Interviewers 
found many victims 


would rather "cut their losses" than 
help convict the perpetrator. 


IN ADDITION, the study said, vie- 


tints are afraid of reprisals from the 
defendant and often ask the prose- 
cution to drop a case before it comes 
to trial to avoid direct retaliation 
from the accused or his friends. 


"We found a person who has been 


robbed or burglarized often has a

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Keeping holidays happy often a test of cope-ability

La.»t year. Lcanne Lcvchuk had a 


lousy Christmas. 


She spent more on presents than 


she could afford. Then she spent loo 
much time wrapping them. 


In fact, she took so much time mak- 


ing sure tho bows were twisted just 
right that she arrived at her relatives' 
celebration late. 


By the time she got there, some 


guests already were leaving. Others 
were angry that she was late. She 
ended up getting tense. 


"AND." SHE recalls a year later, 


"I had a miserable day." 


There is an Irony In the Christmas 


Jcnson. says Ms. Lcvchuk. a psy- 
chologist with the Hoffman Estates 
Youth Dcpt. 


It is supposed to bo the best time of 


the year, she points out, but It is also 


a time when most persons undergo a 
great deal of stress. 


"Suicides increase around the holi- 


days; 
marital problems increase 


around the holidays; tensions rise 
around I he holidays," she says. 


A main cause of holiday stress, says 


Dr. James Casscns, staff psychologist 
at Forest Hospital In DCS Plaines, 
could be the expectation that it is sup- 
posed to be such a great time of year. 


"YOU'RE HERE, and it's supposed 


to be magnificent and for some rea- 
son it doesn't turn you on," he says. 
"A person might feel we're preparing 
for something that I don't really expe- 
rience Inside. It makes people quite 
cynical about it — like, 'what's it all 
about?' " 


Julie Brown, publicist for the Tran- 


scendental Meditation Center in Ar- 
lington Heights, says the season 
places high demands on time, money 
and energy. 


"Traffic accidents skyrocket, and 


the stores and streets become so 
crowded that a simple task like pick- 
ing up the morning paper becomes a 
feat of great bravado," she says. 
"For some. It is a season to be jolly. 
For others, it is a time of Increasing 
stress, strain, tension and worry." 


The instances of stressing condi- 


tions, Ms. Levchuk says, are numer- 
ous: 


• A couple may argue over whose 


relatives to visit this year.' 


• A person who Is not particularly 


excited about the holidays might wor- 
ry about his depression when "every- 
body's happy on Christmas." 


• The holiday Itself can be chaotic, 


dinner to cook and so much planned 
that all of It cannot be accomplished. 


• A person recently divorced or 


widowed might find the first Christ- 
mas without the spouse a difficult 
one. Or, if a relative has died, each 


Christmas may prompt sad memo- 
ries. 


• When most persons are together 


with families, a person who is alone 
can get extremely depressed. 


THE LAST problem can exist even 


If the person is together with the fam- 
ily, Casscns says. 


During those get-togethers, he says, 


persons expect "warm, caring feel- 
ings." But, he adds, all families are 
not that way, and it is during those 
.holiday-get-togethers "that emptiness 
is more noted." 


Part of the problem with holiday 


loneliness, Casscns says, is promoted 
by society. 


"Traditionally, it's thought to be an 


anathema to be alone. You've got to 
find someone to be with on the holi- 
days," he says. "I don't think we're 
permitted to be alone at Christmas. 
It's a social stigma." 


Another common holiday problem is 


the anticipation of meeting relatives 
or friends that a person may see only 
once a year. 


"Going back home is not always a 


good thing if back home you learned 
about rejection," Cassens says. "The 
whole idea of Christmas may be de- 
pressing because you feel obligated to 
relntroduce yourself to all that mess." 


SIS. LEVCHUK says the inter- 


mingling of different generations at 
the get-togethers can be a problem. 


Children have a tendency to get 


boisterous, especially around Christ- 
mas, particularly as a way of gaining 
attention from relatives.

Victim can 
lose twice 
if he tries 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Fear of 


reprisals and time lost from work 
make crime victims and witnesses un- 
cooperative when the government 
seeks to bring an offender to trial, a 
university study reported Sunday. 


The study said a mugging victim in 


Milwaukee, for example, could lose 
$75 to a thief and by cooperating with 
police and testifying in court might 
' lose another $49 because of time oft 
the job. It said a witness in the same 
case would stand to lose about $36 by 
taking time to testify. 


Interviewers found many victims 


would rather "cut their losses" than 
help convict the perpetrator. 


IN ADDITION, the study said, vie- 


tims are afraid of reprisals from the 
defendant and often ask the prose- 
cution to drop a case before it comes 
to trial to avoid direct retaliation 
from the accused or his friends. 


"We found a person who has been

But, drinking used to be a temp- 
tation.-Therc was always that tempta- 
tion to pick up the first drink because 
everyone else had one hi their hand," 
he said. 


"THE MEMBERS NEED each oth- 


er, especially at the holidays. But, al- 
cohol Is a part of life and it's certain- 
ly a pan of the holidays. So, if I don't 
want to live In a closet, I've had to 
learn how to be'comfortable around 
other people drinking," he said. 


Most former chronic eaters and 


drinkers say they have found a new 


meaning to the holidays. It is not a 
time of year to drink and eat to the 
hilt It is, instead, a time to enjoy the 
company of friends and family and to 
dwell on anything other than earthly 
delights. 


"WE ENJOY Christmas just as 


much as anyone else. In fact, holidays 
for me are brighter now," Ken said. 


"I think maybe I've realized tha 


true meaning of Christmas because I 
don't think of alcohol as a major part 
of the holidays anymore," he said. 


"Christmas is lore and being with 


my family. But, mostly, it's feeling 
good because I'm not a prisoner of the 
bottle anymore. I'm free to enjoy 
life."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fear of 


reprisals and time lost from work 
make crime victims and witnesses un- 
cooperative 
when the 
government 


seeks to bring an offender to trial, a 
university study reported Sunday. 


The study said a mugging victim in 


Milwaukee, for example, could lose 
$73 to a thief and by cooperating with 
police and testifying in court might 
lose another $49 because of time off 
the job. It said a witness in the same 
case would stand to lose about $36 by 
taking time to testify. 


Interviewers 
found many victims 


would rather "cut their losses" than 
help convict the perpetrator. 


IN ADDITION, the study said, vie- 


tims are afraid of reprisals from the 
defendant and often ask the prise- 
cution to drop a case before it comes 
to trial to avoid direct retaliation 
from the accused or his friends.

Keeping holidays happy often a test of cope-ability 


hy JOHN LAMPINEN 


Last year. Lcannc Lcvchuk had a 


lousy Christmas. 


She spent more on presents than 


she could afford. Then she spent too 
much time wrapping them. 


In fact, she took so much lime mak- 


ing sure the bows were twisted just 
right that she armed at her relatives' 
celebration laic. 


By the time she got there, some 


guests already were leaving. Others 
were angry that she was late. She 
ended up getting tense. 


"AND," SHE recalls a year later, 


"I had a miserable day." 


There Is an irony in the Christmas 


season, says Ms. Lcvchuk, a psy- 
chologist with the Hoffman Estates 
Youth Dcpt. 


It Is supposed to be the best time of 


the year, she points out, but It is also 


a time when most persons undergo a 
great deal of stress. 


"Suicides Increase around the holi- 


days; 
marital 
problems 
increase 


around the holidays; tensions rise 
around the holidays," she says. 


A main cause of holiday stress, says 


Dr. James Casscns. staff psychologist 
at Forest Hospital in DCS Plalnes, 
could be (he expectation that It Is sup- 
posed to be such a great time of year. 


"YOU'IIE IIF.IIE. and it's supposed 


to be magnificent and for some rea- 
son it doesn't turn you on," he says. 
"A person might feel we're'preparing 
for something that I don't really expe- 
rience inside. It makes people quite 
cynicci about it - like, 'what's it all 
about?'" 


Julie Brown, publicist for the Tran- 


scendental Meditation Center in Ar- 
lington Heights, says the season 
places high demands on time, money 
and energy. 


"Traffic accidents skyrocket, and 


the stores and streets become so 
crowded that a simple task like pick- 
ing up the morning paper becomes a 
feat of great bravado," she says. 
"For some, it Is a season to be jolly. 
For others,,it Is a time of increasing 
stress, strain, tension and worry." 


The instances of stressing 
condi- 


tions, Ms. Lcvchuk says, arc numer- 
ous: 


• A couple may argue over whose 


relatives to visit this year. 


• A person who Is not particularly 


excited about the holidays might wor- 
ry about his depression when "every- 
body's happy on Christmas." 


• The holiday itself can be chaotic, 


dinner to cook and so much planned 
that all of it cannot be accomplished. 


• A person recently divorced or 


widowed might find the first Christ- 
mas without the spouse a difficult 
one. Or, if a relative has died, each 


Christmas may prompt sad memo- 
ries. 


• When most persons are together 


with families, a person who Is alone 
can get extremely depressed. 


THE LAST problem can exist even 


if the person is together with the fam- 
ily. Cassens says. 


During those get-togethers, he says, 


persons expect "warm, caring feel- 
ings." But, he adds, all families arc 
not that way, and it is during those 
holiday-get-togethers "that emptiness 
is more noted." 


Part of the problem with holiday 


loneliness, Cassens says, is promoted 
by society. 


"Traditionally, it's thought to be an 


anathema to be alone. You've got to 
find someone to be with on the holi- 
days," he says. "I don't think we're 
permitted to be alone at Christmas. 
It's a social stigma." 


Another common holiday problem is 


the anticipation of meeting relatives 
or friends that a person may see only 
once a year. 


"Going back home is not always a 


good thing if back home you learned 
about rejection," Cassens says. "The 
whole idea of Christmas may be de- 
pressing because you feel obligated to 
rcintroduce yourself to all that mess." 


MS. LEVCHUK says the inter- 


mingling of different generations at 
the get-togethers can be a problem. 


Children have a tendency to get 


boisterous, especially around Christ- 
mas, particularly as a way of gaining 
attention from relatives. Many older 
relatives are not used to it. 


"The kids get loud," she explains, 


"so the old people get uptight. Then 
the middle-aged people get uptight be- 
cause the old people are up tight, so 
they come down on the children on all 
fours, and the children get up tight." 


There are solutions to the tensions 


of the holidays, Ms. Levchuk says, but 
persons have to look for them. 


For example, she says, a person 


can decide to celebrate with a small 
group of friends rather than the fami- 
ly. In some cases, that may be just 
the solution, she adds, in others, it 
might cause more guilt feelings than 
it's worth. 


TO CONTROL boisterous children, 


she adds, simply send them outside to 
work off energy. With some children, 
a simple talk might help. 


Of course, Ms. Levchuk notes, for 


some persons, 
the solution they 


choose is simply to make the best of 
the situation. 


"They say, Til get by it. If tensions 


get rough, I'll grit my teeth and get 
through it,'" she says. "And that's 
one way to cope. I personally think 
there are better ways."

Polish-Americans' 
celebration of 


Christmas customarily has been the 
link between their way of life and the 
old-world ways of their ancestors. 


The objective this year of the Emily 


Plater Polish School at St. Emily's 
Parish School, 1400 E. Central Rd., 
Mount Prospect, is to Instill those an- 
cient yulctide traditions into the 
hearts of persons of Polish descent in 
the Northwest suburbs, especially the 
youngsters. 


"It is particularly at this time, dur- 


ing the Christmas holidays, that the 
Polish religious traditions, legends 
and customs are Imparted to the 
younger generation," said 
Jeffrey 


Roberts, one of the school's directors. 


TO WELCOME the Polish holiday 


season this year, Santa Claus, or Sw. 
Mikolaj as they call him, visited the 
school earlier this month showering 
its 140 students, with candy and gifts. 


But the big festivity came Sunday 


with a vigil supper, wigilia, a Polish 
custom commemorating the birth of 
Jesus Christ. The children and their 
families shared the oplatck, a white 
wafer symbolizing the body of Christ, 
and wished each other good luck and 
health for the coming year. 


Thirteen Polish dishes were served, 


following tho tradition that an odd 
number of courses should make up 
the wigilia meal. Among the food 
served was beet soup with dumplings, 
pickled herrings, noodles mixed with 
ground poppy seeds, cabbage, mush- 


rooms, gingerbread and a variety of 
fruits and cakes. The children recn- 
acted the nativity scene and Polish 
Christmas carols were sung by every- 
one. 


ROBERTS SAID that when the 


school opened in 1974 it had only 
about 50 students. Enrollment today 
has nearly tripled. Twelve adults who 
arc first and second generation Pol- 
ish-Americans attend classes. 


Sessions meet for 2's hours on Sat- 


urdays and 11 courses are conducted 
by Principal Danuta Dlugolccka and 
her id-member teaching staff. 


"The teachers arc doing a splendid 


job in imparting to the children the 
knowledge of Polish language, his- 
tory, geography and culture," Roberts 
said. 


Victim can 
lose twice 
if he tries 


WASHINGTON (UPH - Fear of 


reprisals and time lost from work 
make crime victims and witnesses un- 
cooperative when the 
government 


seeks to bring an offender to trial, a 
university study reported Sunday. 


The study said a mugging victim in 


Milwaukee, for example, could lose 
$75 to a thief and by cooperating with 
police and testifying in court might 
lose another $49 because of time off 
the job. It said a witness in the same 
case would stand to lose about $36 by 
taking time to testify. 


Interviewers found many victims 


would rather "cut their losses" than 
help convict the perpetrator. 


IN ADDITION, the study said, vic- 


tims are afraid of reprisals from the 
defendant and often ask the prose- 
cution to drop a case before it comes 
to trial to avoid direct retaliation 
from the accused or his friends. 


"We found a person who has been 


robbed or burglarized often has a

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Keeping holidays happy often a test of cope-ability

Last >car, Lcaiuie Lcvchuk had a 


lousy Christmas. 


She spent more on presents than 


she could afford. Then she spent too 
much time wrapping them. 


In fact, she took so much time mak- 


ing sure the bows were twisted just 
right that she arrived at her relatives' 
celebration late. 


By the time she got there, some 


guests already were leaving. Others 
were angry that she was late. She 
ended up getting tense. 


"AND." SHE recalls a year later, 


"I had a miserable day." 


There is an Irony in the Christmas 


sea<on, says Ms. Lcvchuk, a psy- 
chologic with the Hoffman Estates 
Youth Ocpt. 


It is supposed to be the best time of 


the jear, she points out, but It Is also 


n time when most persons undergo a 
great deal of stress. 


"Suicides Increase around the holi- 


days; 
marital 
problems Increase 


around the holidays; tensions rise 
around the holidays," she says. 


A main cause of holiday stress, says 


Dr. James Casscns. staff psychologist 
at Forest Hospital In DCS Plaines, 
could be the expectation that It is sup- 
posed to be such a great time of year. 


"YOU'RE HERE, and it's supposed 


to be magnificent and for some rea- 
son It doesn't turn you on," he says. 
"A person might feel we're preparing 
for something that I don't really expe- 
rience Inside. It makes people quite 
cynical about it - like, 'what's it all 
about?'" 


Julie Brown, publicist for the Tran- 


scendental Meditation Center in Ar- 
lington Heights, says the season 
places high demands on time, money 
and energy. 


"Traffic accidents skyrocket, and 


the stores and streets become so 
crowded that a simple task like pick- 
ing up the morning paper becomes a 
feat of great bravado," she says. 
"For some, it Is a season to be jolly. 
For others, it Is a time of Increasing 
stress, strain, tension and worry." 


The instances of stressing condi- 


tions, Ms. Levchuk says, are numer- 
ous: 


• A couple may argue over whose 


relatives to visit this year. 


• A person who is not particularly 


excited about the holidays might wor- 
ry about his depression when "every- 
body's happy on Christmas." 


• The holiday Itself can be chaotic, 


dinner to cook and so much planned 
that all of it cannot be accomplished. 


• A person recently divorced or 


widowed might find tbe first Christ- 
mas without the spouse a difficult 
one. Or, If a relative has died, each 


Christmas may prompt sad memo- 
lies. 


• When most persons are together 


with families, a person who is alone 
can get extremely depressed. 


THE LAST problem can exist even 


if the person is together with the fam- 
ily, Cassens says. 


During those get-togethers, he says, 


persons expect "warm, caring feel- 
ings." But, he adds, all families are 
not that way, and it Is during those 
holiday-get-togethers "that emptiness 
Is more noted." 


Part of the problem with holiday 


loneliness, Cassens says, is promoted 
by society. 


"Traditionally, it's thought to be on 


anathema to be alone. You've got to 
find someone to be with on the holi- 
days," he says. "I don't think we're 
permitted to be alone at Christmas. 
It's a social stigma." 


Another common holiday problem Is 


the anticipation of meeting relatives 
or friends that a person may sec only 
once a year. 


"Going back home is not always a 


good thing if back home you learned 
about rejection," Cassens says. "The 
whole idea of Christmas may be de- 
pressing because vou feel obligated to 
remtroduce yourself to all that mess." 


MS. LEVCHUK says the inter- 


mingling of different generations at 
the get-togethers can be a problem. 


Children have a tendency to get 


boisterous, especially around Christ- 
mas, particularly as a way of gaining 
attention from relatives. Many older 
relatives are not used to it. 


"The kids get loud," she explains, 


"so the old people get uptight. Then 
the middle-aged people get uptight be- 
cause the old people are up tight, so 
they come down on the children on all 
fours, and the children get up tight." 


There are solutions to the tensions 


of the holidays, Ms. Levchuk says, but 
persons have to look for them. 


For example, she says, a person 


can decide to celebrate with a small 
group of friends rather than the fami- 
ly. In some cases, that may be just 
the solution, she adds, in others, it 
might cause more guilt feelings than 
it's worth. 


TO CONTROL boisterous children, 


she adds, simply send them outside to 
work off energy. With some children, 
a simple talk might help. 


Of course, Ms. Levchuk notes, for 


some persons, the solution 
they 


choose is simply to make the best of 
the situation. 


"They say. Til get by It. If tensions 


get rough, I'll grit my teeth and get 
through it,'" she says. "And that's 
one way to cope. I personally think 
there are better ways."

"The computer says 7 day* till 


Christmas," arc the first words to 
march across the lighted sign atop the 
house on N'orwcll Lane, Schaumburg. 


"Sorry about last night," the sign 


continues, "the computer was sick." 


.Motorists peer from darkened cars 


lining the street. Their lips move as 
they read the moving lights. 


"SANTA'S COMING," the sign an- 


nounces as a spotlight hits a chimney 
on the roof. "Help Frosty count 
d o w n . " It continues as another 
floodlight picks up the plastic snow- 
ninn on the lawn. 


As Frosty's spotlight flashes on and 


off. the countdown begins — "5, 4, 3, 
2. I," — and children in tho cars add 
their encouragement. "Go, Santa, 
go!" 


Right on cue, Santa rises from the 


chimney. "Smile while Santa takes 
ynur picture." the sign soys. A strobe 
I IK lit bounces off the cars. "Your 
prints will lie ready tomorrow." 


And the show at 1706 Norwcll Ln., 


Schaumburg, goes on. As Times- 
Square-style moving message sign 
broadcasts holiday greetings, synchro- 
nized outdoor lamps spotlight differ- 
ent parts of the lawn display. The 
show ends with a "Merry Christmas 
from Bob, Gloria, Bryan and Tutfy," 
and the cycle begins again. 


INSIDE TIIK HOUSE. Bob and

watchers on the street. 


One man was so impressed with the 


display, Gloria recalls, that he re- 
turned several times with carloads of 
friends. 


The children of the neighborhood 


never seem to tire of the show, she 
says. One night, the picture-taking se- 
quence was left out, and the kids 
came up to the house and "begged us 
to do it again," she says. 


A minicomputer inside the house 


monitors the show. It "reads" the 
holes punched In a paper tape, sends 
the words to the electronic sign and 
cues the exterior lighting at the right 
moment. 


When everything goes well, that Is. 


"THE COMPUTER docs exactly 


what it's programmed to do," Gloria 
says. "Problem Is, I'm not too good at 
programming it. Sometimes, I get 
confused and the message says one 
thing while the action Is something 
else." 


After Christmas, the sign will spell 


out a final message: "This house Is 
for sale." 


"We're moving to another house in 


Schaumburg," Gloria says, "and we 
thought we'd save that last message 
as a real surprise for the neighbor- 
hood." 


Rumsfeld suggested 
as GOP party leader 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Rep. Hen- 


ry J. Hyde, R-I1I., suggested Sunday 
that Defense Sec. Donald Rumsfeld bo 
named chairman of the Republican 
National Committee because he would 
be acceptable to conservatives and 
liberals alike. 


Hyde said he has written President 


Ford urging him to support Rumsfeld, 
former congressman for the North- 
west suburbs, for the party post. 


He said that Rumsfeld, who di- 


rected Ford's transition team after 
Richard Nixon resigned In 1974 and 
was White House chief of staff until 
November. 1973, would be an "out- 
standing choice" because of his long 
experience In Congress, as an am- 
bassador to NATO and as a cabinet 
member under two presidents. 


"I SUSPECT THAT there will be 


enthusiastic support (or Sec. Rums- 
feld (as GOP national committee 
head) became he will appeal to both 
wings of the party — conservative 
and liberal — and that Is exactly the 
type of leader we urgently need at 
Ihis time," Hyde said in a statement. 


In his letter to Ford, he said: "The 


next two years will demonstrate 
whether America will maintain the 
checks and balances inherent in our 
two-party system and so I share the 
feeling that the selection of our par-

ty's national chairman is of the ut- 
most importance." 


Hyde said he would contact other 


Republican leaders to ask their sup- 
port for his suggestion. 


Rumsfeld entered politics in 1958, 


serving as aides to a number of law- 
makers. Including then Rep. Robert 
Griffin, R-Mlch., who is now the as- 
sistant Senate Republican leader. He 
was elected to Congress from the for- 
mer 12th Congressional district in 19G2 
and won reelection four times. 


As defense secretary, Rumsfeld 


drew praise from conservatives for 
his successful campaign to get Con- 
gress lo pass the largest Pentagon 
spending bill In history — $104 billion 
in appropriations.

Village in running for RTA grant 


Palatine Township's $8,900 grant ap- 


plication to operate its senior citizen 
bus service is one of five applications 
rejected by the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority. 


Schaumburg is still in the running, 


however, for approval of a $500,000 
first year grant for senior citizens bus 
service. And an RTA grant to fund 
bus service-in Elk Grove Village may 
be awarded during the next fiscal 
year, Joanne Vlicldes, RTA planning 
director, said. 


Ms. VUcides said Palatine Township 


was cut from the list of 13 applicants 
because the bus service already is in 
operation and because its proposed 
service Is too small. 


MIS. VLICIDES said the RTA 


grants are offered to develop new pro- 
grams, not subsidize existing ones. 
She said Palatine Township's 20-seat 
senior bus does not serve enough pas- 
sengers to merit a grant. 


"It's a disappointment but not a dis- 


aster," Russell Bolllngcr, executive 
vice president of the Palatine Town- 
ship Senior Citizens Board said. "It 
won't affect anything." 


• Bolllngcr said the $13,000 annual 
cost of running the townshipssenior 
bus Is financed this year by Palatine 
Township and a $9,500 grant from the 
Cook County Area Agency on the Ag- 
ing. 


GRANT APPLICATIONS by the Il- 


linois Dcpt. of Children and Family 
Services, Forest Park, Addlson Town- 
ship and Oak Park also were turned 
down by the RTA. 


Ms. VUcides said the Urban Mass 


Transportation Administration, from 
whom the grant money originates, 
told the RTA that It could only fund 
some of the applications. The RTA 
agreed lost week to eliminate five, 
and may have to eliminate several 
more. 


Schaumburg's application to begin a 


bus service survived the cutting ses- 


sion, and Ms. Vlicidcs said she is "op- 
timistic the program will be funded." 


"Schaumburg is one of the better 


ones," she said. "I don't think they 
have much to worry about." 


SCHAUMBURG asked for a $500,000 


grant to finance equipment and oper- 
ation expenses for "dial-a-bus" and 
subscription buses. 


Ms, VUcides said she is not sure 


how much money the Urban Mass . 
Transportation 
Adminstration 
will 


give the RTA for the grant program. 


She said Elk Grove Village's $39,611 


application for two dial-a-bus buses 
would be considered during the next 
fiscal year. The proposed buses would 
operate within the village on week- 
days and travel to Woodfield Shopping 
Center on Saturdays. 


"If it's a good application and we 


can find resources to continue the ser- 
vice development program it would be 
considered at a later .time," Ms. Vli- 
cides said of Elk Grove's application. 


Victim can 
lose twice 
if he tries 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fear of 


reprisals and time lost from work 
make crime victims and -fitnesses un- 
cooperative 
when the 
government 


seeks to bring an offender to trial, a 
university study r^rled Sunday. 


The study said a mugging victim In 


Milwaukee, for example, could lose 
$75 to a thief and by cooperating with 
police and testifying in court might 
lose another $49 because of time off 
the job. It said a witness in the same 
case would stand to lose about $36 by 
taking time to testify. 


Interviewers found many victims 


would rather "cut their losses" than 
help convict the perpetrator. 


IN ADDITION, the study said, vie- 


tims are afraid of reprisals from the 
defendant and often ask the prose- 
cution to drop a case before it comes 
to trial to avoid direct retaliation 
from the accused or his friends. 


"We found a person who has been 


robbed or burglarized often has a

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Keeping holidays happy often a test of cope-ability 


hy JOHN LAMPINEN 


Last year. Lcanne Lcvchuk had a 


lousy Christmas. 


She spent more on presents than 


she could afford. Then she spent too 
much time wrapping them. 


In fact, she took so much time mak- 


ing sure the bows were twisted Just 
right that she arrived at her relatives' 
celebration late. 


By the time she got there, some 


guests already were leaving. Others 
were angry that she was late. She 
ended up getting tense. 


"AND." SHE recalls a year later, 


"I had a miserable day." 


There Is an irony In the Christmas 


season, says Ms. Levchuk, a psy- 
chologist with the Hoffman Estates 
Youth Dept. 


It Is supposed to be the best time of 


the year, she points out, but it is also 


a time when most persons undergo a 
great deal of stress. 


"Suicides increase around the holi- 


days; 
marital 
problems 
Increase 


around the holidays; tensions rise 
around the holidays." she says. 


A main cause of holiday stress, says 


Dr. James Casscns, staff psychologist 
at Forest Hospital in DCS Plalncs, 
could be the expectation that It Is sup- 
posed to be such a great time of year. 


"YOU'RE HERE, and it's supposed 


to be magnificent and for some rea- 
son it doesn't turn you on," he says. 
"A person might feel we're preparing 
for something that I don't really expe- 
rience inside. It makes people quite 
cynical about it — like, 'what's it all 
about?'" 


Julie Brown, publicist for the Tran- 


scendental Meditation Center in Ar- 
lington Heights, says the season 
places high demands on time, money 
and energy. 


"Traffic accidents skyrocket, and 


the stores and streets become so 
crowded that a simple task like pick- 
ing up the morning paper becomes a 
feat of great bravado," she says. 
"For some, It is a season to be jolly. 
For others, it Is a time of increasing 
stress, strain, tension and worry." 


The instances of stressing condi- 


tions, Ms. Lcvchuk says, are numer- 
ous: 


• A couple may argue over whose 


relatives to visit this year. 


• A person who Is not particularly 


excited about the holidays might wor- 
ry about his depression when "every- 
body's happy on Christmas." 


• The holiday itself can be chaotic, 


dinner to cook and so much planned 
that all of it cannot be accomplished. 


• A person recently divorced or 


widowed might find the first Christ- 
mas without the spouse a difficult 
one. Or, if a relative has died, each 


Christmas may prompt sad memo- 
ries. 


• When most persons are together 


with families, a person who is alone 
can get extremely depressed. 


THE LAST problem can exist even 


If the person is together with the fam- 
ily, Cassens says. 


During those get-togethers, he says, 


persons expect "warm, caring feel- 
ings." But, he adds, all families are 
not that way, and It is during those 
holiday-get-togethers "that emptiness 
is more noted." 


Part of the problem with holiday 


loneliness, Casscns says, is promoted 
by society. 


• "Traditionally, it's thought to be an 
anathema to be alone. You've got to 
find someone.to be with on the holi- 
days," he says. "I don't think we're 
permitted to be alone at Christmas. 
It's a social stigma." 


Another common holiday problem is 


the anticipation of meeting relatives' 
or friends that a person may see only 
once'a year. 


"Going back home Is not always a 


good thing If back home you learned 
about rejection," Cassens says. "The 
whole idea of Christmas may be de- 
pressing because you feel obligated to 
reintroduce yourself to all that mess." 


SIS. LEVCHUK says the inter- 


mingling, of different generations at 
the get-togethers can be a problem. 


Children have a tendency to get 


boisterous, especially around Christ- 
mas, particularly as a way of gaining 
attention from relatives. Many older 
relatives are not used to it. 


"The kids get loud," she explains, 


"so the old people get uptight. Then 
the middle-aged people get uptight be- 
cause the old people are up tight, so 
they come down on the children on all 
fours, and the children get up tight." • 


There are solutions to the tensions 


of the holidays, Ms. Levchuk says, but 
persons have to look for them. 


For example, she says, a person 


can decide to celebrate with a small 
group of friends rather than the fami- 
ly. In some cases, that may be just 
the solution, she adds, in others, it 
might cause more guilt feelings than 
it's worth. 


TO CONTROL boisterous children, 


she adds, simply send them outside to 
work off energy. With some children, 
a simple talk might help. 


Of course, Ms. Levchuk notes, for 


some persons, the solution they 
choose is simply to make the best of 
the situation. 


"They say, 'I'll get by it. If tensions 


get rough, I'll grit my teeth and get 
through it,'" she says. "And that's 
one way to-cope. I personally think 
there are better ways."

Pjlatlno Township's $8,900 grant ap- 


plication to operate Its senior citizen 
hin service is one of five applications 
rejected 
by the Regional Trans- 


portation Authority. 


Schaumburg is still In the running, 


however, for approval of a $300.000 
first jcar grant for senior citizens bus 
service. And an RTA grant to fund 
bus service In Elk Grove Village may 
bo awarded during the next fiscal 
year, Joanne Vllcidcs, RTA planning 
director, said. 


Ms. Vllcidcs said Palatine Township 


w.is cut from the list of 13 applicants 
because the bus service already is In 
operation and because its proposed 
serv Ice Is too small. 


MIS. VUCIUKS said the RTA 


grants arc offered to develop new pro- 
grams, not subsidize existing ones. 
She said Palatine Township's 20-scat 
Mnlor bus does not serve enough pas- 
senders to merit a grant. 


"It's a disappointment but not a dis- 


,'ister." Russell Bellinger, executive 
vice president of the Palatine Town- 
ship Senior Citizens Board said. "It 
won't affect anything." 


Bollingcr said the $13,000 annual 


cost of running the townshlpsscnlor 
bus Is financed this year by Palatine 
Township and a $9,300 grant from the 
Cook County Area Agency on thn Ag- 
ing. 


CHANT APPLICATIONS by the Il- 


linois Dcpt. of Children and Family 


Services, Forest Park, Addison Town- 
ship and Oak Park also were turned 
down by the RTA. 


Ms. Vllcidcs said the Urban Mass 


Transportation Administration, from 
whom the grant money originates, 
told the RTA that it could only fund 
some of the applications. Trie RTA 
agreed last week to eliminate five, 
and may have to eliminate several 
more. 


Schaumburg's application to begin a 


bui service survived the cutting ses- 
sion, and Ms. Vlicldcs said she is "op- 
timistic the program will be funded." 


"Schaumburg is one of the better 


ones," she said. "I don't think they 
have much to worry about." 


SCHAUMBURG asked for a $300,000 


grant to finance equipment and oper- 
ation expenses for "dial-a-bus" and 
subscription buses. 


Ms. Vticldcs said she Is not sure

that Defense Sec. Donald Rumsfeld bo 
named, chairman of the Republican 
National Committee because he would 
be acceptable to conservatives and 
liberals alike. 


Hvde said he has written President 


Ford urging him to support Rumsfeld, 
former congressman for the North- 
west suburbs, for the party post. 


He said that Rumsfeld, who di- 


rected Ford's transition team after 
Richard Nixon resigned In 1974 and 
was White House chief of staff until 
November, 1975. would be an "out- 
standing choice" because of his long 
experience In Congress, as an am- 
bassador In NATO and as a cabinet 
member under two presidents. 


"I SUSPECT THAT there will be 


enthusiastic support for Sec. Rums- 
feld (as GOP national committee 
head) because he will appeal to both 
wings of the parly — conservative 
and liberal — and that is exactly the 
type of leader we urgently need at 
this lime," H>dc said in a statement. 


In his tetter to Ford, he said: "The 


next two years will demonstrate 
whether America will maintain the 
checks and balances Inherent in our 
two-parly system and so I share the 
feeling that the selection of our par-

most importance." 


Hyde said he would contact other

Ho 
was elected to Congress from the for- 
mer 12th Congressional district in 1962 
and won reelection four times.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fear of 


reprisals and time lost from work 
make crime victims and witnesses un- 
cooperative 
\vhen the government 


seeks to bring an offender to trial, a 
university study reported Sunday. 


The study said a mugging victim in 


Milwaukee, for example, could lose 
$75 to a thief and by cooperating with 
police and testifying in court might 
lose another $49 because of time off 
the job. It said a witness in the same 
case would stand to lose about $36 by 
taking time to testify. 
( 


Interviewers found many victims 


would rather "cut their losses" than 
help convict the perpetrator. 


IN ADDITION, the study said, vic- 


tims are afraid of reprisals from the 
defendant and often ask the prose- 
cution to drop a case before it comes 
to trial to avoid direct retaliation 
from the accused or his friends. 


"We found a person who has been 


robbed or burglarized often has a

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Keeping holidays happy often a test of cope-ability 


h> JOHN LAMP1NEN 


Last year, Lcannc Lcvchuk had a 


louj> Christmas. 


She spent more on presents than 


she could afford. Then she spent too 
much lime wrapping them. 


In fact, she took so much time mak- 


ing sure the bows were twisted just 
right that she arrived at her relatives' 
celebration late. 


By the time she got there, some 


guests already were leaving. Others 
were angry that she was late. She 
ended up getting tense. 


"AND." SHE recalls a year later, 


"I had a miserable day." 


There is an Irony in the Christmas 


season, says Ms. Levchuk, a psy- 
chologist with the Hoffman Estates 
Youth Dcpt. 


It is supposed to be the best time of 


tho >ear, she points out, but It is also 


a time when most persons undergo a 
great deal of stress. 


"Suicides increase around the holi- 


days; 
marital 
problems increase 


around the holidays; tensions rise 
around the holidays," she says. 


A main cause of holiday stress, says 


Dr. James Casscns, staff psychologist 
at Forest Hospital in Des Plalncs, 
could be the expectation that it Is sup- 
posed to be such a great lime of year. 


"YOU'RE HERE, and it's supposed 


to be magnificent and for some rea- 
son It doesn't turn you on," he says. 
"A person might feel we're preparing 
for something that I don't really expe- 
rience Inside. It makes people quite 
cynical about it — like, 'what's it all 
about?'" 


Julie Brown, publicist for the Tran- 


scendental Meditation Center In Ar- 
lington Heights, says the' season 
places high demands on time, money 
and energy. 


"Traffic accidents skyrocket, and 


the stores and streets become so 
crowded that a simple task like pick- 
Ing up the morning paper becomes a 
feat of great bravado," she says. 
"For some, it is a season to be jolly. 
For others, it is a time of increasing 
stress, strain, tension and worry." 


The instances of stressing condi- 


tions, Ms. Lcvchuk says, are numer- 
ous: 


• A couple may argue over whose 


relatives to visit this year. 


• A person who Is not particularly 


excited about the holidays might wor- 
ry about his depression when "every- 
body's happy on Christmas." 


• The holiday itself can be chaotic, 


dinner to cook and so much planned 
that all of it cannot be accomplished. 


• A person recently divorced or 


widowed might find the first Christ- 
mas without the spouse a difficult 
one. Or, if a relative has died, each 


Christmas may prompt sad memo- 
ries. 


• When most persons are together 


with families, a person who is alone 
can get extremely depressed. 


THE LAST problem can exist even 


if the person is together with the fam- 
ily. Cassens says. 


During those get-togethers, he says, 


persons expect "warm, caring feel- 
ings." But, he adds, all families are 
not that way, and it is during those 
holiday-get-togethers "that emptiness 
is more noted." 


Part of the problem with holiday 


loneliness, Cassens says, is promoted 
by society. 


"Traditionally, it's thought to be an 


anathema to be alone. You've got to 
find someone to be with on the holi- 
days," he says. "I don't think we're 
'permitted to be alone at Christmas. 
It's a social stigma." 


Another common holiday problem is 


the anticipation of meeting relatives 
or friends that a person may see only 
once a year. 


"Going back home is not always a 


good thing if back home you learned 
about rejection," Cassens says. "The 
whole Idea of Christmas may be de- 
pressing because jou feel obligated to 
rcintroduce yourself to all that mess." 


MS. LEVCHUK says the inter- 


mingling of different generations at 
the get-togethers can be a problem. 


Children have a tendency to get 


boisterous, especially around Christ- 
mas, particularly as a way of gaining 
attention from relatives. Many older 
relatives are not used to it. 


"The kids get loud," she explains, 


"so the old people get uptight. Then 
the middle-aged people get uptight be- 
cause the old people are up tight, so 
they come down on the children on all 
fours, and the children get up tight." 


There are solutions to the tensions 


of the holidays, Ms. Levchuk says, but 
persons have to look for them. 


For example, she says, a person 


can decide to celebrate with a smalt 
group of friends rather than the fami- 
ly. In some cases, that may be just 
the solution, she adds, hi others, it 
might cause more guilt feelings than 
it's worth. 


TO CONTROL boisterous children, 


she adds, simply send them outside to 
work off energy. With some children, 
a simple talk might help. 


Of course; Ms. Levchuk notes, for 


some persons, the solution 
they 


choose is simply to make the best of 
the situation. 


"They say, Til get by it. If tensions 


get rough, I'll grit my teeth and get 
through it,'" she says. "And that's 
one way to cope. I personally think 
there are better ways."

54 
schools visit the library periodically 
during the school year. 


Sixth graders, Madden said, are in- 


troduced to the library's first floor 
adult section "mainly to learn how to 
find books and other materials prop- 
erly," but the lower grades are re- 
stricted to the children's department. 


Madden said the youngster dis- 


covered the magazine in the Don 
Drnnnan Humor Corner, a section of 
the library named for a Herald re- 
porter who died several years ago. 


Jones said he disagrees with the li- 


brary policy and said he will fill out a 
form sent to him by Madden which 
indicates his objection. 


"1 don't really object to the maga- 


zine, but to its being available for 
children," Jones said. He said he 
plans to visit the library "to see just 
what kind of materials arc available."

Victim can 
lose twice 
if he tries 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fear of 


reprisals and time lost from work 
make crime victims and witnesses un- 
cooperative 
when the 
government 


seeks to bring an offender to trial, a 
university study reported Sunday. 


The study said a mugging victim in 


Milwaukee, for example, could lose 
$75 to a thief and by cooperating with 
police and testifying in court might 
lose another $49 because of time off 
the job. It said a witness in the same 
case would stand to lose about $16 by 
taking time to testify. 


Interviewers found many victims 


uoukl rather "cut their losses" than 
help convict the perpetrator. 


IN ADDITION, the study said, vie- 


tints are afraid of reprisals from the 
defendant and often ask the prose- 
cution to drop a case before it comes 
to trial to avoid direct retaliation 
from the accused or his friends. 


"We found a person who has been 


robbed or burglarized often has a

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Keeping holidays happy often a test of cope-ability

Last year. Lcanne Levchuk had a 


lousy Christmas. 


She spent more on presents than 


she could afford. Then she spent too 
much time wrapping them. 


In fact, she took so much time mak- 


ing sure tho bows were twisted just 
right that she arrived at her relatives' 
celebration late. 


By the time she got there, some 


guests already were leaving. Others 
were angry that she was late. She 
ended up getting tense. 


"AND." SHE recalls a year later, 


"I had a miserable day." 


There is an Irony in the Christmas 


Mason, says Ms. Levchuk, a psy- 
chologist with the Hoffman Estates 
Youth Dept. 


It Is supposed to be the best time of 


the year, she points out, but It is also 


a time when most persons undergo a 
great deal of stress. 


"Suicides increase around the holi- 


days; 
marital problems 
increase 


around the holidays; tensions rise 
around the holidays," she says. 


A main cause of holiday stress, says 


Dr. James Cassens, staff psychologist 
at Forest Hospital in Des Plaines, 
could be the expectation that it is sup- 
posed to be such a great time of year. 


"YOU'RE HERE, and It's supposed 


to be magnificent and for some rea- 
son it doesn't turn you on," he says. 
"A person might feel we're preparing 
for something that I don't really expe- 
rience Inside. It makes people quite 
cynical about it - like, 'what's it all 
about?'" 


Julie Brown, publicist for the Tran- 


scendental Meditation Center In Ar- 
lington Heights, says the season 
places high demands on time, money 
and energy. 


"Traffic accidents skyrocket, and 


the stores and streets become so 
crowded that a simple task like pick- 
ing up the morning paper becomes a 
feat of great bravado," she says. 
"For some, it is a season to be jolly. 
For others, It is a time of Increasing 
stress, strain, tension and worry." 


The Instances of stressing condi- 


tions, Ms. Levchuk says, are numer- 
ous: 


• A couple may argue over whose 


relatives to visit this year. 


• A person who is not particularly 


excited about the holidays might wor- 
ry about his depression when "every- 
body's happy on Christmas." 


• The holiday Itself can be chaotic, 


dinner to cook and so much planned 
that all of it cannot be accomplished. 


• A person recently divorced or 


widowed might find the first Christ- 
mas without the spouse a difficult < 
one. Or, if a relative has died, each 


Christmas may prompt sad memo- 
ries. 


• When most persons are together 


with families, a person who is alone 
can get extremely depressed. 


THE LAST problem can exist even 


if the person is together with the fam- 
ily, Cassens says. 


During those get-togethers, he says, 


persons expect "warm, caring feel- 
ings." But, he adds, all families are 
not that way, and it Is during those 
holiday-get-togethers "that emptiness 
is more noted." 


Part of the problem with holiday 


loneliness, Cassens says, is promoted 
by society. 


"Traditionally, it's thought to be an 


anathema to be alone. You've got to 
find someone to be with on the holi- 
days," he says. "I don't think we're 
permitted to be alone at Christmas. 
It's a social stigma." 


Another common holiday problem Is 


the anticipation of meeting relatives 
or friends that a person may see only 
once a year. 


"Going back home Is not always a 


good thing if back home you learned 
about rejection," Cassens says. "The 
whole Idea of Christmas may be de- 
pressing because you feel obligated to 
reintroduce yourself to all that mess." 


MS. LEVCHUK says the inter- 


mingling of different generations at 
the get-togethers can be a problem. 


Children have a tendency to get 


boisterous, especially around Christ- 
mas, particularly as a way of gaining 
attention from relatives. Many older 
relatives are not used to it. 


"The kids get loud," she explains, 


"so the old people get uptight. Then 
the middle-aged people get uptight be- 
cause the old people ere up tight, so 
they come down on the children on all 
fours, and the children get up tight." 


There are solutions to the tensions 


of the holidays, Ms. Levchuk says, but 
persons have to look for them. 


For example, she says, a person 


can decide to celebrate with a small 
group of friends rather than the fami- 
ly. In some cases, that may be just 
the solution, she adds, in others, it 
might cause more guilt feelings than 
it's worth. 


TO CONTROL boisterous children, 


she adds, simply send them outside to 
work off energy. With some children, 
a simple talk might help. 


Of course, Ms. Levchuk notes, for 


some persons, the solution they 
choose is simply lo make the best of 
the situation. 


"They say, 'I'll get by It. If tensions 


get rough, I'll grit my teeth and get 
through it,'" she says. "And that's 
one way lo cope. I personally think 
there are better ways."

State law 'bad' 
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Raise drinking age, Jones urges 


Palatine Village Pres. Wendell E. 


Jones said he believes the. village 
should "seriously consider" using its 
home-rule powers to raise the drink- 
ing age (rom 19 to 21. 


Jones, who also serves as chairman 


o( the liquor control commission, said 
he would support a move to raise the 
drinking age on the local lei el if the 
General Assembly (ails to act on the 
proposal. 


"I really believe it's a bad law," 


Jones said. "What's to stop a 19-year- 
old from buying a couple of six packs 
for his 17-year-old brother and there's 
a big difference between 17 and 21." 


JONES SAID THE 197» law reduc- 


ing the drinking age from 21 to 19 (or 
beer and wine has enabled young 
teens to purchase liquor with false 
identification cards. 


"More and more youngsters at an 


early age have had access to beer and 
wine," he said. The law has been 
evaluated, Jones said, and the pro- 
posed change is based on study. 


The village president also cited as a 


reason for raising the drinking age 
studies which show an Increase In the 
number of auto accidents among per- 
sons 19 to 21 years old in states allow- 
ing 19-year-olds to drink. 


Jones said he has discussed the 


matter with Trustee James L. Shaw, 
chairman of the health, safety and 
welfare committee, and Village Clerk 
Diane Grecnlees, uho both sit with 
Jones on the liquor control commis- 
sion. He said both commission mem- 
bers agree with his proposal. 


"I THINK IT should be discussed 


by the board and I think we should 
pass it." he said. "I think the village 
would support it." 


Several other suburbs are consid- 


ering similar action. South suburban 
Burbank last month became the first 
municipality in the area to take action 
on the matter when it adopted an or- 
dinance to raise the drinking age to 
21. 


S t a t e Sen. Frank M. Ozinga, 


R.Evergreen Park, has said he will 
Introduce a bill in the legislature next 


month calling for the drinking age to 
be raised to 21 statewide. 


Jones said if Burbank's ordinance is 


not challenged in court, he believes 
Palatine will consider a similar ordi- 
nance regardless of the General As- 
sembly's action. 


"It's something I have thought 


about for a long time and I"would sup- 
port it," Jones said.

enthusiastic support for Sec. Rums- 
feld (as GOP national committee 
head) because he will appeal to both 
wings of the party — conservative 
and liberal — and that is exactly the 
type of leader we urgently need at 
this time," Hyde said in a statement.

Victim can 
lose twice 
if he tries 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fear of 


reprisals and time lost from work 
make crime victims and witnesses un- 
cooperative when the government 
seeks to bring an offender to trial, a 
university study reported Sunday. 


The study said a mugging victim in 


Milwaukee, for example, could lose 
$73 to a thief and by cooperating with 
police and testifying in court might 
lose another $49 because of time off 
the job. It said a witness in the same 
case would stand to lose about $36 by 
taking time to testify. 


Interviewers found many victims 


would, rather "cut their losses" than 
help convict tHe perpetrator. 


IN ADDITION, the study said, vic- 


tims are afraid of reprisals from the 
defendant and often ask the prose- 
cution to drop a case before it comes 
to trial to avoid direct retaliation 
from the accused or his friends. 


"We found a person who has been 


robbed or burglarized often has a

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Keeping holidays happy often a test of cope-ability 


by JOHN LAMPINEN 


Last year, Lconne Levchuk had a 


lousy Christmas. 


She spent more on presents than 


she could afford. Then she spent loo 
much time wrapping them. 


In fact, she took so much time mak- 


ing sure the bows were twisted just 
right that she arrived at her relatives' 
celebration laic. 


By the time she got there, some 


guests already were leaving. Others 
were angry that she was late. She 
ended up getting tense. 


"AND." SHE recalls a year later. 


"I had a miserable day." 


There Is an irony in the Christmas 


season, says Ms. Levchuk, a psy- 
chologist with the Hoffman Estates 
Youth Dept. 


It Is supposed to be the best time of 


the year, she points out, but it is also 


a time when most persons undergo a 
great deal of stress. 


"Suicides increase around the holi- 


days; 
marital problems increase 


around the holidays; tensions rise 
around the holidays," she says. 


A main cause of holiday stress, says 


Dr. James Cassens, staff psychologist 
at Forest Hospital in Des Plalnes, 
could be the expectation that It Is sup- 
posed to be such a great time of year. 


"YOU'RE HERE, and it's supposed 


to be magnificent and for some rea- 
son it doesn't turn you on," he says. 
"A person might feel we're preparing 
for something that I don't really expe- 
rience inside. It makes people quite 
cynical about it — like, 'what's it all 
abqut?'" 


Julie Brown, publicist for the Tran- 


scendental Meditation Center In Ar- 
lington Heights, says the . season 
places high demands on time, money 
and energy. 


"Traffic accidents skyrocket, and 


(he stores and streets become so 
crowded that a simple task like pick- 
ing up the morning paper becomes a 
feat of great bravado," she says. 
"For some, it is a season to be jolly. 
For others, it Is a time of increasing 
stress, strain, tension and worry." 


The instances of stressing condi- 


tions, Ms. Levchuk says, are numer- 
ous: 
* . 


• A couple may argue over whose 


relatives to visit this year. 


• A person who Is not particularly 


excited about the holidays might wor- 
ry about his depression when "every- 
body's happy on Christmas." • 


• The holiday itself can be chaotic, 


dinner to cook and so much planned 
that all of it cannot be accomplished. . 


• A person recently divorced or 


widowed tnlgh't find the first Christ- 
mas without the spouse a difficult 
one. Or, if a relative has died, each 


Christmas may prompt sad memo- 
ries. 


• When most persons are together 


with families, a person who Is alone 
can get extremely depressed. 


THE LAST problem can exist even 


if the person is together with the fam- 
. ily, Cassens says. 


During those get-togethers, he says, 


persons expect "warm, caring feel- 
ings." But, he adds, all families are 
not that way, and It is during those 
holiday-get-togethers "that emptiness 
is more noted." 


Part of the problem with holiday 


loneliness, Cassens says, is promoted 
by society. . 


"Traditionally, it's thought to be an 


anathema to be alone. You've got to 
find someone to be with on the holi- 
days," he says. "I don't think we're 
permitted to be alone at Christmas. 
It'js a social stigma." 


Another common holiday problem is 


the anticipation of meeting relatives 
or friends that a person may see only 
once a year. 


"Going back home is not always a 


good thug If back home you learned 
about rejection," Cassens says. "The 
whole idea of Christmas may be de- 
pressing because you feel obligated to 
reintroduce yourself to all that mess." 


MS., LEVCHUK says . the inter- 


mingling of different generations at 
the get-togethers can be a problem. 


Children have a tendency to get 


boisterous, especially around Christ- 
: mas, particularly as a way of gaining 
attention from relatives. Many older 
relatives are not used to it. 


"The kids get loud," she explains, 


"so the old people get uptight. Then 
the middle-aged people get uptight be- 
cause the old people are up tight,, so 
they come down on the children on all 
fours, and the children gel up tight." 


There are solutions to the tensions 


of the holidays, Ms. Levchuk says, but 
persons have to look for them. 


For example, she says, a person 


can decide to celebrate with a small 
group of friends rather than the fami- 
ly. In some cases, that may be just 
the solution, she adds, in others, it 
might cause more guilt feelings than 
it's worth. 


TO CONTROL boisterous children, 


she adds, simply send them outside to 
work off energy. With some children, 
a simple talk might help. 


Of course, Ms. Levchuk notes, for 


some persons, the solution 
they 


choose Is simply to make the best of 
the situation. 


"They say, 'I'll get by it. If tensions 


get rough, I'll grit my teeth and get 
through it,"' she says. "And that's 
one way to cope. I personally think 
there are better ways."
